John was a leader among the 
“Pietists,” and that means much 
as we shall see as we study his 
life and learn of his work. He 
was a son of a very wealthy man, 
and of course inherited great 
wealth. He was reared in the 
lap of luxury, a condition rarely 
conducive to the development of 
a Christ-like life. When John 
eame to know Christ he deter- 
mined to put away his wealth, 
and he gave it to benevolent pur- 
poses for the benefit of the poor, 
and then they called him a “mys- 
tic.’ He met and endured much 
opposition and suffered many 
things of those who thought he 
was too pious, but the life he was 
living brought him a very rich 
experience and a life that was 
beautified with the beauty of the 
Lord. John taught that the 
Christian life could never become 
one with God till we desire noth- 
ing which is not in keeping with 
God’s will. That is a close test, 
but it is true, for to do other- 
wise would be to lift up the arm 
in rebellion against God, and no 
Christian can do that and still 
be at peace with God. That is 
just as true to-day as it was in 
the days of John of Chur. He 
spent his life in active, self-deny- 
ing service for God and his fel- 
low-men. 

When old age came on, John 
felt strangely moved to retire to 
some secluded spot and spend 
the rest of his declining days in 
peace and quiet and sweet com- 
munion with the Father. He was 
for a time greatly perplexed as 
to where he might find such a 
place as would suit him. Tradi- 
tion says that he and two com- 
panions started out not knowing 
where they should go, but soon 
a big black dog appeared, and 
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He was much criticized then, 
he would be now. . Many people 
do not like to live close to God. 
The life we live here counts for 
God only as we live it all for 
Him. It is better to be a Pietist 
than a Sinest. No doubt many 
of those who refused to live the 
life he lived would now be glad, 
were it possible, to change places 
with John of Chur, but it is too 
late—the door has been closed 
long ago. A life of self-denial, 
lived in Christ, is the best possi- 
ble preparation for living with 
Jesus and the angels in the 
world tocome. Jesus said— 

“Tf any man will come after me, 

let him deny himself, 

and take up his cross, 

and follow me.” 

No doubt John of Chur sought to 
live that sort of a life, and now 
he lives in the land beyond the 
sunset’s radiant glow, a privi- 
lege all of us would be delighted 
to enjoy, but if we would have 
that life there, we shall have to 
humble ourselves and now give 
the life we have here to God in 
all of its fulness and it will not 
be in vain.

Our American Republic is the 
magnet attracting people from 
every corner of the earth. From 
Asia and Europe they are com- 
ing to our shores. The ships of 
the Mediterranean are crowded 
with the Arab and the Syrian 
who flock to this country and the 
ships of the Atlantic speed the 
coming of the Greek, the Italian, 
the Pole, the Bulgarian and men 
from a dozen other nationalities. 
We sometimes speak of the mil- 
lions of our brother Jews across 
the sea, as a nation on the march. 
We are witnessing more than one

call has come to the Jews of Russia, Roumania and Morocco to 
forsake their country and their kindred, to seek a new land. But 
every nation has its men who are ready for the march across a 
continent and an ocean to seek their fortunes in America, the 
land of opportunity. And as we watch these foreigners come 
steadily year by year, some of us are afraid that they will soon 
outnumber, outvote and outstrip us in the race for life’s prizes. 
Indeed, short-sighted patriots are beginning to feel a vague 
uneasiness about the future of our country. 
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“WHEREFORE, RECEIVE YE ONE ANOTHER, AS CHRIST ALSO RECEIVED US, TO THE GLORY OF GOD.” 
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IS THERE ANY OCCASION FOR ALARM? 


T is quite common nowadays to talk of 
I the sunny side of things and, within 
the limits of truth, that is the thing to 
do. On the other hand, it is quite as com- 
mon to say: “Do not talk of the dark side 
of things.” This is the two-fold way the 
popular mind looks at the Church. The plea 
is, present the victories of the Church, but 
say nothing of her failures, in other words, 
be an optimist, not a pessimist. Ever look 
on the bright side, and so hide the dark 
side. That may be the popular way, but it 
is more important that the Christian should 
be a truthist, than either an optimist or pes- 
simist. The optimist and the pessimist are 
both alike in one thing, liable to be wrong, 
and when wrong, one is as dangerous as the 
other. What the Church needs to-day is to 
see herself as she is, not as the optimist 
sees her, and not as the pessimist sees her, 
but as Ged sees her. If she could get a good 
look at herself under the flaming light of 
Christ, no doubt she would be quite a differ- 
ent body from what she is, as seen through 
the eyes ef the optimist, or the pessimist. 
What the church needs to know is if she 
is gaining or losing ground in her battle 
against sin. No doubt in some things the 
Church is gaining ground. She is gaining 
in social influence, in culture, in organiza- 
tion, and in financial strength. While we 
believe this is true, it is also true that al- 
most any organization, made up of good 
average people, could do as much along those 
lines. What the Church needs to do is to 
excel in the line which is peculiarly her 
own—in winning souls to Christ and then in 
training them for Christ’s service. The 
Church needs .to know that she is gaining 
ground in the matter of spiritual power. If 
she cannot do this, then there is not very 
much for her to do distinctly as a Church, 
for there are many other organizations 
which can look after social matters, educa- 
tional matters, and organization, but the 
Church is the only body which seeks to look 
after the spiritual life of the people, and 
if she fail in this, then she practically fails 
in her whole mission. If the Church can 
command spiritual power and save men and 
women and children by leading them to 
Christ, then she suddenly rises above all 
competitors, and she stands forth a mighty 
power in the land, and that without a rival. 
Here is the hope of the Church. If she is 
not equal to this task, then she is doomed 
to failure, no matter whether she is an opti- 
mist or a pessimist. 


But it is said we must not talk of the 
weaknesses of the Church, but rather of her 
power. Yea, if she has power, but if she 
is robbed of her power, she needs to be 
made aware of it, and that quickly, If we 
shut our eyes to facts, then we are blind 
indeed, and no amount of fancy colors will 
give the Church power in the service of the 
Lord. We have heard of an artist who 
could paint a fire so true to reality as to 
have people go up and hold out their hands 
to receive warmth, but we never knew a 





person to get warm by standing before a 
painted fire. It is jist as true that a Church 
which is depending upon the glowing colors 
of the painting of an optimist for power will 
never be a real spiritual force in any com- 
munity—it is utterly impossible. 

The Church as an organization may be 
gaining socially, educationally, and financial- 
ly, but can you produce the facts to show 
that she is gaining spiritually? That is the 
crux of the whole matter, and here comes 
the tug of war. The Northwestern Christian 
Advocate declares that the Methodist Church 
is now in a crisis, due apparently to a paral- 
ysis of her spiritual power. It is admitted 
that last year she made only an average of 
three converts for each of all of her local 
churches. Surely the Methodists have lost 
power. The Baptist Church in the South 
admits that it has not been able to put more 
than one-fourth of its members into real 
Christian service for our King. That means 
that the Baptists of the South have one 
million and five hundred thousand members 
who have not power to be useful in the work 
of the Lord. 

The United Brethren are just now lament- 
ing over a decline in their ranks—they are 
losing in numbers. In Great Britain the 
losses are as serious as in the United States. 
There the Baptists are reported as having 
lost 12,000 in three years; the Congregation- 
alists, nearly 4,000 in one year; the Meth- 
odist, 10,000 in three years. All this but 
makes the situation more alarming, as it 
indicates that the decline in the vitality of 
the Church is general, rather than local, not 
simply in one denomination, or in one coun- 
try, but in one as well as in another, clear- 
ly evincing the fact that the situation de- 
mands the most serious attention from all 
religious bodies. 

A decline in church attendance is also 
reported from many sections of our country, 
and a most prominent feature of this de- 
cline is the absence of the unconverted from 
church services generally. It is said to be 
true that their attendance upon the preach- 
ing of the Word is very small. 


Coming immediately behind this state- 
ment is another of most serious significance, 
viz.: Very few young people attend church 
services anywhere. They go to Sunday- 
school, and then home. It would seem that 
our Sunday-school work is perhaps an un- 
willing agent in thinning the attendance at 
church service. Parents, pastors and teach- 
ers cannot bestir themselves too soon to stop 
this drift of the young people from the 
church. They are now forming habits which 
will go with them perhaps as long as they 
live. Once out of the habit of going to 
chureh services, it is very, very easy to keep 
the habit. 

All of these reports of decline are further 
substantiated by other facts about which 
there can be no question. For instance, 
there is a great-moral decline of honesty in 
civic and commercial life. Think of the 
corruption reported in our city, State and 
national governments, where fraud is ram- 


pant, where men are even bold enough to 
buy a seat in the United States Senate, and 
from that down to robbing State and city 
treasuries, till one is almost forced to doubt 
that any public trust is safe from plunder. 

Another startling and dreadful evil which 
is striking at the very vitals of the Church is 
the divorce evil. We have seen the state 
ment made apparently by competent author- 
ity that for the last twenty years applica- 
tions for divorce have been made to the 
courts of this country at the rate of one for 
every two minutes of the working time of 
the courts, and not only so, but that a di- 
vorce has actually been granted for every 
three minutes of the same time. The Uni- 
ted States leads the world in the number of 
divorces granted annually in proportion to 
population. In fact it is most probable that 
the United States grants more divorces in 
a single year than all of the other civilized 
governments of the world. The statement 
is startling, alarming! 

Behind all of these unfavorable symptoms 
many believe that the loose views of many 
public teachers are largely responsible. 
Many regard the Bible as having little au- 
thority over the life we live here in the 
flesh as by no means an authority over 
Christian thought, and as we see it, the re- 
sult is in part, at least, the present deplor- 
able situation as portrayed in the state 
ments made above, based seemingly on un- 
questioned facts. 

We are no pessimist—we believe Christ 
will get the victory, but we believe at this 
moment the powers of hell are raging in an 
effort to destroy the power of the Church, 
and as an honest man we must cry aloud, 
calling to the people of God to arise and 
build the waste places now while we may. 
As Christians, the friends of Christ, we must 
strengthen the stakes and lengthen the cords 
—and we have no time to lose in doing it. 

You may not think these things are cause 
for alarm, but we do—cause for great alarm, 
and it should have the most prompt atten- 
tion, or we may never be able to stem the 
tide and turn it back to the Church: 

The picture is indeed a dark one—enough 
to test the courage and hope of the most 
stout-hearted, but what can we do?

THE SALVATION OF THE KOREANS 


No heathen people, so far as we know, have 
ever received the Gospel with so much read- 
iness as the Koreans, It is stated that they 
have averaged a convert for every hour since 
missionaries first entered that country with 
the Gospel message. It is a fact that in 
these years that have come and gone since 
the introduction of the Gospel into that land, 
many thousands have been converted and 
saved. Not only so, but the Northwestern 
Christian Advocate is authority for the state- 
ment that it is no exaggeration to say that 
almost the entire population of Korea to-day 
is ready for the Gospel. There are few such 
instances in the annals of the Church, an- 
cient or modern, where a heathen people 
have been so rapidly won to Christ. It is 
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encouraging to the Church as well as the 
missionary—for it shows conclusively that 
the Gospel still has power over the hearts 
of men and women. 

One thing seems to be true of the Gospel 
in Korea. So far it has not had to with- 
stand any mixtures of its own teachings with 
the teachings of men. By that we mean to 
say that the missionaries to Korea have been 
very true to the Bible and have sought to 
give only the Gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. A mixture of the Gospel with some 
erroneous teaching may become a great hin- 
drance to the salvation of the people, but the 
pure Gospel faithfully preached in the name 
of Jesus will win sinners from their sins to 
a true following of the Christ. That seems 
to be the case in Korea—they have had a 
pure Gospel preached in the simplicity and 
power of the Spirit, and it has won its way 
to the hearts of that benighted people, till 
to-day Korea, though losing its national iden- 
tity. is putting on Christ, and bids fair to 
become one of the foremost Christian peo- 
ples won to Christ in the work of modern 
missions. 

The example is a remarkable one and com- 
mands the attention and admiration of the 
people of all Christian lands. More and 
more will Korea become a mighty power in 
the Church, if she receives only the true 
Gospel of the Son of God, and this is a les- 
son it will be good for us all to learn, viz.: 
‘The pure Gospel, preached in its simplicity 
and in the power of the Holy Spirit is the 
greatest influence known among men in any 
land to win men from sin to righteousness, 
from the ways of death and ruin to the way 
of life in Christ. Let us have the pure Gos- 
pel preached at home and abroad, that and 
nothing else, for fallen humanity needs it 
in a Christian land as surely and as truly as 
they do in a heathen land.

AS WE SEE IT 

Answering Dr. Burnett we can freely say 
that we never heard of such a thing as Dr. 
NX. Summerbell belonging to the Disciple 
brotherhood. and as for the writer. we 
know whereof we speak, we never had any 
part in the movement of the Disciples, and 
further we wish to say several things bear- 
ing upon this matter, and— 

1. We never knew that the old Cane Ridge 
church was the birthplace of the movement 
to repudiate human creeds and to take the 
Word of God as the sole authority for the 
Church. We know that many years prior 
to the Disciple movement. in a meeting in 
Surry County, Virginiia, the Rev. Rice Hag- 
gard stood up in the conference, and holding 
aloft in his right hand a copy of the New 
Testament, said: ; 

“Brethren, This is a sufficient rule of faith 
and practice. By it we understand the dis- 
ciples of our Lord acere first called Chris- 
tians, and I move that henceforth and_for- 
ever the followers of Christ be known as 
Christians simply.”

So far as we are informed, that is the 


first step taken by any branch of the follow- 
ers of Christ to repudiate human creeds and 
to give the New Testament the place of 
authority in the Church in modern times. 
This action of Mr. Haggard occurred on the 
4th of August, 1794. If the claim of our 
Disciple brethren dates back of this Haggard 
declaration, then we shall take off the hat 
and give them place, but if it does not date 
back of it. then we shall ask them to keep 
their place in the procession. 

2. Barton W. Stone was a later leader in 
the movement to throw off the bondage of 
creeds, but even he was not of the Disciple 
movement. It is true that our Disciple 
brethren claim Mr. Stone, but if all of their 
claims were true, the Christian Church 
would have no existence except as hay ex- 
ists in the stomach of the ox after he has 
eiten it, for they would swallow us bodily. 
if they could. Dr. J. J.) Summerbell and 
Dr. O. B. Whitaker, both of whom have 
carefully investigated the matter, declare 
that Mr. Stone never connecred himself with 
the Disciple movement—that at the most 
he only co-operated with them for the sake 
of the union idea. That Mr. Stone made a 
great mistake in his quasi alliance with 
them we are quite sure. We do not question 
his motive. but his judgment was fearfully 
at fault. 

3. <As to David Purviance being a leader 
in their movement the fact must have been 
discovered in “the cave of the winds,” as 
we think it was never heard of elsewhere. 
Of course, there is no truth in the claim. 
David Purviance lived and died in the Chris- 
tian Church. We defy proof to the contrary. 
He was an honored character in Ohio, where 
he served not only as a faithful preacher of 
the Gospel. but in many other public capac- 
ities. 

4. If we are not badly mistaken “the 
last will and testament of the Springfield 
Presbytery” dates back of the Disciple move- 
ment several years. 
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5. We verily wish our Disciple brethren 
would stick to the facts involved in their 
history. All that belongs to them is theirs 
by right, and what is not theirs by right 
cannot be truly theirs by a mere claim. 
Never!

So let it be and 
much more so. 

*** Rev. Robert Harris has accepted the 
eall to the Christian church of Indianapolis, 
and that means much if we make no mistake 
in judgment for the future of that work. 
Brother Harris is a strong man, a _ good 
preacher and a successful pastor. He cannot 
give Indianapolis full time till he can ar- 
range for his present work, but he will move 
to Indianapolis and take charge of the work 
at an early day. That will mean much for 
the work. We wish him and the church great 
success in doing the Lord’s work. 


*** Prof. W. P. Lawrence, Professor of 
English at Elon College, has been engaged 
to teach English in the Summer School at 
Wooster University, Ohio, for next summer. 
We congratulate Wooster. She has won for 
her summer work a jewel of a man and a fine 
teacher of good English. Prof. Lawrence is 
noted for his fine influence with young peo- 
ple, and he will make for himself many 
friends at Wooster University. If he were 
not so loyal to Elon, we should fear his teach- 
ing in Wooster for the summer might result 
in Elon College losing him permanently. 


*** Rey. J. A. Dillon reports services held 
in the churches of Everett and Earlston, Pa., 
during the Week of Praycr, were a real bless- 
ing. All the Protestant ministers and church- 
es took part. They liked the union feature 
so well that they will keep it up indefinitely. 
Brother Dillon was active in bringing about 
this good work, and he feels that the Chris- 
tian Church has not only been blessed, but 
that it has a better opportunity for useful- 
ness in the town than ever before. The last 
service of the Week of Prayer wason Sunday, 
January 8, when Brother Dillon preached on 
the Brotherhood of Man, and the Everett pa- 
pers say it was a fine effort. 


*** We spent last Sunday morning with 
Rev. W. J. Young and the Piqua church. We 
were surprised to see such a large Sunday- 
school—it looked almost like a protracted 
meeting congregation. We found in this 
school a plan to stimulate the committing to 
memory of a Scripture verse each week— 







the same to be recited in the school—and 
they have more than fifty enlisted. The 
morning service was somewhat hindered as 
to attendance by the threatening weather, 
but we had a pleasant service. Brother and 
Sister Young are getting hold of the work 
in a most encouraging way, and we believe 
a great and good work is going on. Brother 
Young is specially strong in pastoral work, 
and this is one of the strongholds for use- 
fulness in any church. 

*** A great and far-reaching revival is in 
progress at Franklin, Ohio. It is a union 
service, with the several Protestant denomi- 
nations working together. It began January 
1, and is yet growing in interest. Up to 
Sunday, January 15, 160 have professed 
faith in Christ and many have given their 
names for church membership in the sever- 
al churches of the town. More than fifty 
have given their names for membership in 
the Christian church, and Brother Rhodes 
and his people are rejoicing. For a long 
time Franklin has had a dry season spirit- 
ually, but now “showers of blessing” fall— 
a great work is in progress. We look for 
yet better tidings from Franklin. 

*** Rey. R. H. Washburn, D. D., LL. D., 
of Benson, Vermont, in a private note says: 
“I greatly enjoy the HeRaLp and read it each 
week. I receive a dozen church papers regu- 
larly, but know of none that is nearer my 
ideal of what a paper should be for the 
Christian home than the HERALD OF GOSPEI. 
Liperty.” Dr. Washburn is a writer of abil- 
ity, and a distinguished educator, making his 
estimate of the HerRaLD worth much.

The min- 
utes open with a list of officers, then a map 
of the territory of the conference, showing 
the location of the churches, then a Foreword 
by the Committee, and a list of the offerings, 
the Program, the Report of the Conference 
Committees, Official Board, President’s Ad- 
dress, Missions, Education, Sunday-schools, 
Christian Endeavor, Moral Reform, Woman’s 
Board, Watson Memorial, Churches, Frank- 
linton, Resolutions, Publications, Finances, 
and if you do not see what you wish, ask for 
it—it is already dished and waiting your 
pleasure. The plan is good and when once 
used to it the people will like it. Rev. B. 
F. Vaughan, the Secretary, being sick, the 
minutes were prepared by Revs. A. M. Kerr, 
F. G. Coffin and Prof. S. O. Albaugh, and it 
is well done. We commend the plan to the 
consideration of Conference Secretaries. 
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Is The Prayer Meeting Essential?

Among the activities of Christian service 
the prayer-meeting has become a serious 
problem to both the laity and ministers of 
various denominations. 

Because of the apparent indifference of 
the church to the prayer-meeting, as evi- 
denced by the small per cent. of church mem- 
bers that participate in or even occasionally 
attend this service, not a few earnest min- 
isters are asking the question: Is the prayer- 
meeting essential? 

If the church needs the prayer-meeting it 
is essential to supply that need. If the 
church does not need it time and effort are 
wasted in an attempt to maintain that which 
is useless. 

Most of us are facing this problem honest- 
ly. We do not want to weaken or discour- 
age by stating a gloomy truth. But the in- 
terrogation stares us in the face and sa- 
credly demands an answer. Only a coward 
tries to escape from the truth. Only a false 
shepherd deserts his flock in danger, or neg- 
lects to care for spiritual needs that appeal 
for succor. 

Under present conditions, facing facts as 
they exist, if church members will support 
the prayer-meeting faithfully, beyond a ques- 
tion the cause of Christ would prosper world- 
wide through every department of the church. 

We do not pronounce against any agency 
that contributes to the real development of 
the church, nor do we refer to “religious 
spasms” when we speak of faithful support 
of the prayer-meeting. Experience has 
taught us that prayer-meetings are not spas- 
modic structures. They do not grow up in 
a night like Jonah’s gourd. It requires great 
care and much prayer coupled with earnest, 
patient endeavor, to build a prayer-meeting 
proof against heat, cold, storm, business or 
worldliness. 


Can this be done? Yes, providing church 
members will support the prayer-meeting 
faithfully. Ministers have labored almost 
to the point of despair, while church mem- 
bers occupied with the foolishness and sins 
of the world are almost heedless of the 
greatest privilege and power God has ever 
placed at the disposal of His church. Minis- 
ters with hearts burdened for the success of 
the cause of Christ are longing for the mem- 
bers of the church to be faithful to the pray- 
er-meeting and thus give it an opportunity 
to accomplish its God-intended mission. 

The prayer-meeting appeals to me as one 
of the most vital essentials connected with 
the soul life of the believer and the spiritual 
progress of the church. 


In Acts 1:13, 14 the Holy Spirit gives us 
a true picture of a prayer-meeting. ‘They 
went up into the upper chamber, where they 
were abiding; both Peter and John and 
James and Andrew, Philip and Thomas, Bar- 
tholomew and Matthew, James the son of 
Alphaeus, and Simon the Zealot, and Judas 
the son of James. These all with one ac- 
cord continued stedfastly in prayer, with 
the women, and Mary the mother of Jesus, 
and with his brethren.” 


The Bible method of prayer-meetings is de- 
scribed in Eph. 5:19, 20: “Speaking one to 
another in psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing and making melody with your 
heart to the Lord; giving thanks always for 
all things in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ to God.” 


It is a significant fact that Jesus taught 
His disciples how to pray in a prayer-meet- 
ing. “As he was praying one of his dis- 
ciples said unto him, Lord, teach us to pray 
even as John also taught his disciples. And he 
said unto them, When ye pray, say, Father, 
Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom come. 
Give us day by day our daily bread. And 
forgive us our sins; for we ourselves also 
forgive every one that is indebted to us. 
And bring us not into temptation.” (Luke 
11: 1-4.) 

The early church met by appointment for 
united prayer, as stated in Acts 2:42: “They 
continued stedfastly in the apostles’ teach- 
ing and fellowship, in the breaking of bread 
and the prayers.” 


Acts 3:1: “Peter and John were going up 
into the temple at the hour of prayer, being 
the ninth hour.” Acts 12:5: “Peter there- 
fore was kept in the prison: but prayer was 
made earnestly of the church unto God for 
him.” 

Ged urges all believers to habitually as- 
semble in the prayer-meeting. Heb. 10: 23- 
25: “Let us hold fast the confession of our 
faith that it waver not; and let us consider 
one another to provoke unto love and good 
works; not forsaking our own assembling to- 
gether, as the custom of some is, but ex- 
horting one another; and so much the more, 
as ye see the day drawing nigh.” 


How often upon entering some church mem- 
bers’ homes a conversation conveying the 
following import may be heard. The church 
bell calls, “Come to prayer-meeting.” The 
visitor remarks, “Pardon me, I had forgotten 
to-night is your prayer-meeting night. I 
will come again.” But the church member 
replies, “That need make no difference, I’m 
not going anyway, it’s only a prayer-meet- 
ing.” Or some trifling excuse may be offered 
that, in some cases, supplements the true 
reason, and the church member remains at 
home. “Only a prayer-meeting.” No apol- 
ogy is needed for the prayer-meeting. It 
stands on the records of history as the 
mother of churches. The mother of civiliza- 
tion. Stop every prayer-meeting and this 
world would become a heathen asylum. The 
prayer-meeting cannot be built up by church 
members who apologize for it and stay at 
home! God commands all believers to for- 
sake not the assembling of themselves in 
the place and for the purpose of prayer. 


The prayer-meeting is the place where God 
has pledged His word of honor to meet 
those who call upon Him. Matt. 18:20: 
“Where two or three are gathered together 
in my name, there am I in the midst of 
them.” If only a few meet for prayer God 
will not withhold His blessing. It is impos- 
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sible for any one to go to the prayer-meeting 
in the right spirit without meeting God. 

No other service imparts such spiritual 
help to Christians as the sacred prayer circle. 
The largest prayer-meeting I remember hear- 
ing of was not held in America as one might 
suppose, but in heathen Korea. The serv- 
ice was held in the Yua Mot Kol church in 
Seoul. The night was dark and rainy, but 
there were 1,000 people present. A Korean 
led the meeting. An American who attended 
said, “It was worth going far to hear these 
Christians pray.” 

The church has never received as much 
strength and vigor from any other source, 
not excepting the pulpit, and it never can. 
A minister became pastor of a large church. 
He found the prayer-meeting well attended 
and other departments of the church in a 
good condition. After a few years the inter- 
est slackened in the prayer-meeting until the 
diminishing attendance at last compelled its 
discontinuance. As a natural consequence the 
attendance at preaching services grew less, 
the Bible school and Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety grew gradually weaker, and _ the 
finances became insufficient. At last the 
church officials decided to interview their 
pastor and give him an opportunity to resign 
his office. During the conversation they 
asked, “What is the reason our church is not 
prospering as it once prospered?” The min- 
ister replied. “Brethren, I have lost my pray- 
er book. When I came to you I found a 
praying church, and as long as the spirit 
of prayer prevailed God blessed us. But you 
have grown worldly until spiritual power is 
no more evident in our church. Restore the 
prayer book; sustain the prayer-meeting; 
pray for and with your pastor as you used 
to, and we shall see the manifestation of the 
favor of God in the renewed prosperity of 
the church.” The truth struck home; the 
pastor’s services were retained; the prayer- 
meeting was again started; and with its in- 
creased interest the church prospered. 

All successful preaching has been made 
possible by prayer. The great preachers of 
the past and present have been and are sur- 
charged with power only in proportion to 
meeting the conditions and exercising the 
privilege of prayer. A prosperous church is 
always a prayerful church. 

The appetite for prayer grows continually 
as we learn to taste its sweetness. The first 
condition of successful prayer is to gain the 
consciousness of an audience with God. This 
consciousness may not manifest itself by 
emotional expressions, but in true reverence. 
“Be still, and know that I am God.” Get 
quiet before God. I1t is so easy to pretend 
to pray; to fool ourselves with our prayers; 
to pray for the ears around us, unmindful 
of the true object of prayer. Some one has 
said, “God respects not the arithmetic of our 
prayers, how many they are; nor their rhet- 
oric, how neat; nor their geometry, how 
long; nor their music, how melodious; nor 
their logic, how methodical; but their divin- 
ity, how heart-sprung they are.” It is only 
when God’s people really pray that the pray- 
er-meeting takes on new life and power. 

Prayer-meetings are of divine institution. 
They offer spiritual advantages in the way 
of public petition, interchange of religious ex- 
periences, opportunity for public testimony, 
and spiritual growth. The inspiration of the 
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heart-to-heart talks in the prayer-meeting is 
indispensable to the supply of the soul’s 
need. 

Without the prayer-meeting the church is 
a failure. It is a failure in its own spiritual 
development. It becomes only an organiza- 
tion without spiritual vitality; having a 
form of godliness, but in reality denying its 
power. Without the prayer-meeting the 
church is a failure in its mission to its com- 
munity. Having lost its spiritual power its 
influence fails to awaken the ungodly and 
win them to Christ. Without the prayer- 
meeting the church is a failure in its world- 
wide evangel. It cannot have a great love 
for souls, or manifest a proper activity to 
evangelize the world. 

It is a sad, sad thing when any church 
that claims Christ as its leader, and pro- 
fesses to follow Him as its example, has not 
sufficient interest in its own welfare, or de- 
sire to rescue those for whom Christ died to 
sustain a prayer-meeting. 

I have read of a church lighted with acet- 
ylene gas that during extreme cold weather 
occasionally the plant did not work satis- 
factorily. The prayer-meeting night happen- 
ed to be unusually cold. A brother living 
considerable distance from the church who 
faithfully attended the prayer-meeting be- 
fore attempting the journey telephoned the 
parsonage to learn if there would be a meet- 
ing. The minister’s boy answered the ’phone 
and the following conversation occurred: 

“Will there be a prayer-meeting to-night?” 

“No. There won’t be any prayer-meeting. 
The prayer-meeting is frozen up.” And I have 
thought that perhaps there are churches in 
other localities, without even the excuse of 
an acetylene plant, whose prayer-meeting 
may be “frozen up.’’ The very life of the 
prayer-meeting may be destroyed because of 
spiritual icebergs in the church. Thaw out 
the prayer-meeting and the church will be- 
come an irresistible power for God. 

It was in answer to the prayers of a pray- 
ing church that God gave Dr. R. A. Torrey 
such marvelous success in his mission around 
the world. A Christian worker says, “When 
I was in Chicago I got into the secret of Dr. 
Torrey’s success in Australia. The church 
in Chicago of which he was pastor, on Sat- 
urday night, met in the chapel at nine 
o’clock, and there were some two or three 
hundred on their knees from nine o’clock un- 
til ten, praying God to bless their pastor in 
Australia. When the ten o’clock hour 
struck, a man said to me: “Another little 
company of us are in the habit of continuing 
this meeting, and we do not look at the clock; 
we sometimes stay until day. If you will 
come with us we will be glad to have you;” 
and a little company went aside to pray God 
to bless Torrey in Australia. 


At the Winona Bible Conference I heard 
Dr. Jowett say that he gathered untold in- 
spiration from the fact that every night in 
his church in Birmingham not less than five 
hundred earnest Christians were praying for 
their pastor in America. Other examples 
might be given, but they all certify the fact 
that a praying church is a powerful church. 

Just before one of the battles of the French 
Reformation a young Catholic officer, who 
was watching the Huguenots forming their 
lines, saw them kneel. 

“See the cowards,” 


he cried, “they are 
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afraid. See them kneel in confession, they 
are afraid!’ But an older, more experienced 
officer said to him sternly, “When Protes- 
tants get on their knees you may well be 
afraid. Then they are determined to con- 
quer or die!” 

“Awake, awake, put on thy strength, O 
Zion.” Church of the living God, PRAY!

REV. HENRY GARNER 

Rev. Henry Garner, a soldier and minister, 
has passed from labor to reward. Brother 
Garner was born January 4, 1840; died Jan- 
uary 3, 1911, being 71 years old. In 1858 
he was married to Miss Nancy Ann Currens, 
in the State of Indiana. To this union six 
children were born, two sons and four daugh- 
ters. The four daughters all survive him. 
They are Mrs. Elizabeth Randebush, of Mon- 
roeville, Indiana; Mrs. Maggie Blain, of 
Grand Rapids, Michigan; Mrs. Sarah Miller, 
of Mancelona, Michigan; and Mrs. Ella Coon 
ef Bay City, Michigan. He was married 
again to Mrs. Nancy Davenport, August 27, 
1891, who with one brother and one sister, 
Mrs. Jane Crumb, of Winn, Michigan, still 
survive him. Brother Garner enlisted in 
the 101st Indiana Vol. Inft. on the 11th of 
August, 1862, and was honorably discharged 
for disability June 15, 1864. We join with 
the children and his devoted companion in 
heartfelt sympathy in their bereavement. 
We have lost a good brother, a faithful min- 
ister, a safe and wise counselor, and an ear- 
nest worker, but our loss is undoubtedly his 
gain. He was never very strong in body 
since he was discharged from the army, yet 
until the last three years he has been con- 
stantly engaged in the Lord’s work and quite 
successful as pastor and organizer. Brother 
Garner was converted and licensed to preach 
the gospel in the U. B. Church.

Defiance, O., 
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Pessimism Not A Crime

In the makeup of society optimism and 
pessimism are important factors, there being 
such a diversity of minds and thinkers. If 
the pessimist requires prompting, it is equal- 
ly true that the optimist requires to be held 
in check. Some classes are of more value 
to the successful operation of governmental 
machinery, whether of church or state, than 
are others, some better fitted for leadership 
than others, not necessarily because of super- 
ior knowledge of the enterprise contemplated, 
however valuable such knowledge may be. 
but because of their keen perceptivity and 
wise cautiousness. They seem to have 
natural adaptability for such a_ position. 
Where such natural qualifications are 
coupled with a fairly-developed mentality, 
and when used for the ennoblement, and up- 
lifting of a degenerate humanity, such a life 
can hardly be overestimated. Where not 
so used, who can measure the direful re- 
sults flowing therefrom? Is it not possible 
that the optimist is overestimated, while the 
poor pessimist, however valuable, is under- 
rated? The optimist manifests a feverish 
impatience regardless of possible failure, 
‘rushing into visionary enterprises requiring 
fabulous sums of money, with long years of 
hard struggle, in many cases only to end in 
shameful waste of time and physical energy, 
while the more thoughtful is led to ex- 
claim, “This man commenced to build, not 
having counted the cost.” In cases of this 
kind the failure is credited, not to the 
optimist, but to the pessimist, in his refusal 
to follow the blind, fearful that both would 
alike fall into the ditch. 

cxtreme optimism, as well as extreme 
pessimism, should be carefully avoided, 
neither being necessary to the proper de- 
velopment of true manhood. They are both 
alike faulty and cannot afford to hurl un- 
gentlemanly epithets at each other. While 
applauding optimism, let us not speak de- 
rogatorily of the pessimist, or even think 
of him as a crank, fault-finder, or clog on 
the wheel of a fast and feverish age. He 
has merits, as well as weaknesses, entitling 
him to a more charitable consideration. A 
difference of opinion is not a crime, if equal- 
ly honest as seen from each other's view- 
point. If it were, then the world is full of 
criminality. Moreover, both should alike be 
free to express themselves as to the result 
of their finding. 

If the picture has two sides it is only 
a matter of opinion as to which is the 
brighter side. If the optimist makes ex- 
aggerated statements, or paints in glowing 
colors, in order to enlist the sympathies and 
co-operation of his fellows as to what he 
conceives to be well-laid plans, what are 
to be principal factors of success, it is only 
what might be expected, should the pessi- 
mist discount it, regarding the enterprise 
with suspicion. As a rule, a man is not a 
pessimist as the result of choice. There 
must be a cause, or causes, why he is such. 
What then are the causes? It might have 
been the accident of birth, over which he 
had no control, or perchance certain influ- 


ences or environments by which he was sur- 
rounded in childhood. If so he is only par- 
tially, if at all, blamable. It has been deter- 
mined by those acknowledged as authorities 
on heredity that the disposition if not the 
character of the unborn child bears the 
impress of its progenitors, and that a _ pre- 
disposition as to spirit and peculiarities of 
life are measureably developed during preg- 
nancy. Such being the case, if the disposi- 
tion and character are changed for the better 
after birth, it must be by differing agencies, 
influences, and environments. 

The change contemplated may never be ab- 
solutely radical, and exceedingly difficult of 
accomplishment, but not absolutely hopeless. 
Where such changes take place it is quite 
safe to predict a better type of manhood 
and a more valuable citizen as the result, 
the two extremes of hopefulness and de- 
spondency being carefully avoided. 

There is another contributing cause well 
calculated to feed and strengthen pessimism, 
and for which pessimism is not responsible, 
viz.. the inflated value placed upon the 
morals of fashionable society, and for which 
liberal apologies are offered for what ap- 
parent wickednesses nay be chargeable. The 
pessimist, being more thoughtful, regards 
such statements and apologies as not being 
in keeping with existing facts, and phrase- 
ology of the Bible. He therefore concludes 
that external appearances, at the best, are 
largely mechanical and in many instances 
intended to deceive, but in reality are the 
surer test of the deceptive nature of a sinful 
heart. Including heathen nations, with ‘all 
their brutal barbarities, with so-called Chris- 
tianized nations, with all their moral defile- 
ment, the pessimist naturally concludes that 
we are not living in, or as rapidly nearing 
the ushering in of the millennial dawn as 
the optimist would have him believe. The 
eating, drinking, and doings of the masses 
of professing Christians, and their wasting 
of time, energy, and means, are not for the 
glory of God, or the extension of His King- 
dom, but for self-indulgence, individual and 
national fleshly gratification. Judging from 
the trend and spirit of religious society, the 
world, to the pessimist, is no longer the anti- 
chamber of preparation for the other world 
and the life eternal, but a vast play-ground 
of many departments where so-called saints 
and sinners mingle together in common fel- 
lowship. He has an idea of goodness, as 
measured by the Bible standard, but cannot 
believe that the character of the Church of 
Jesus Christ and that of the national theater 
are the same. Is it a crime for him to enter 
his protest against such a commingling of 
saints and sinners where the motives are the 
same? Is he exceeding his right when ques- 
tioning the spirituality of those linking hands 
with the world in patronizing and support- 
ing with the Lord’s money such institutions? 
Let us imagine the pessimist traversing the 
streets of our over-crowded and densely- 
populated cities, towns, villages and even 
our rural districts, allowing him to measure 
up society as seen during the week in the 
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pleasure halls of amusement as compared 
with Sabbath services, and the Word of God 
demands, and how does what his optimistic 
brother is pleased to call a greatly improved 
state of society compare? As measured by 
the standard of Bible goodness, the element 
of improvement is not so apparent. 

True, the whole body is not totally de- 
praved, and much has been and is being done 
to stem the tide of immorality, even among 
the so-called Christianized nations, and yet 
immoral influences are a strong controlling 
force. Who performs the better service, 
the man who challenges evil and wrong-doing 
wherever found, and agitates its removal, 
or the man closing his eyes to such immor 
alities, and constantly crying aloud from the 
housetops that there are great signs of im- 
provement? 

It is a lamentable fact that this spiritless, 
destroying element of worldly-mindedness for 
fleshly-gratification has found its way into 
the Church, declaring its right to exist, yea, 
more, it defies dislodgment while looking 
down with contempt and pouring out its vials 
of wrath upon the head of the cranky pessi- 
mist. The pessimist is not asleep, neither 
is he deaf to the voice of his optimistic 
brethren as they apologize for the existence 
of all those pleasure-giving, time-killing, and 
money-wasting places of resort which have 
ever, and will continue to be the frequented 
road, and which, in thousands of instances. 
have proved to be the short cut to the dark 
abyss of hell. “Hold your peace,” cries the 
optimist, “the waves of spirituality are rush- 
ing on, and will soon sweep away all fleshly, 
sinful defilements, therefore you should 
not hinder the work of progress by your 
continual fault-finding.” 

He cannot see it in that light, and goes 
forward on his tour of inspection. He enters 
our jails, penitentiaries, our legislative 
halls, federal council chambers, police courts, 
assize courts, universities, theological schools 
and colleges, with wide-open eyes and acute 
hearing. He would like to believe that 
honesty, truthfulness and uprightness of life 
dominated the proceedings of these various 
places. 

Without an injustice to his more _ en- 
lightened judgment he decides adversely. 
How could he otherwise, when men of high 
standing in the Church, and in society, men 
charged with great responsibilities of office, 
and men of loud profession of loyalty to 
Jesus Christ and His religion, will deliber- 
ately go out from the communion with a 
bribe in their hand, by which they are de- 
termined to gain a continued lease of office, 
and knowingly and voluntarily consent to be 
yoke-fellows with those who, they have 
good reason to believe. are no better than 
perjurers, thieves and blackmailers. 

The pessimist has reason to believe that 
our courts of justice will rise up in the 
judgment at the last day and be swift wit- 
nesses against many church dignitaries for 
the sin of evasion,. if not wilful misstate- 
ments. “He that walketh uprightly, and 
speaketh the truth in his heart, is the only 
true child of God.” Optimism did not save 
the old world from a watery grave, neither 
will it save the present world from the 


holocaust of fire. It is doomed to destruction 
with all its freight of human, unregenerate 
souls, at Christ’s coming. , 
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AT THE CROSS

“And being found in fashion as a man, he hum- 
bled himself, and became obedient unto death; 
even the death of the cross.’’—Phil. 2: 8. 

Let us day by day stand by the Cross and 
study the death of Christ as teaching us a 
wonderful lesson. 

I. THE AWFULNESS OF SIN. We 
learn much of sin and its consequences in 
the history of our country, how whole na- 
tions have been plunged into darkness and 
heathendom in consequence of sin, how Sod- 
om and Gomorrah were destroyed by fire, 
how Lot’s wife was turned to a pillar of 
salt by disobedience, and, too, we remember 
Samson losing his eyes by disobeying, but 
afterward when brought forth that the Phil- 
istines might make sport of one of God’s 
chosen ones, although backslidden, power 
again came to him, and he lifted one of the 
pillars of the building and slew all in the 
place. In his death he killed more than in 
his whole life. Be careful, do not scorn- 
fully laugh at God’s chosen, although back- 
slidden, for they know how to pray retribu- 
tion upon you, but nothing to equal this. 
In nothing does sin appear so odious as in 
the persecution experienced by Christ, and 
in the awful act of putting Him to the 
death of the cross. This was the consum- 
mation of sin, the most awful exhibition of 
it the world ever saw. 

Il. THE DEPTH OF MAN’S MISERY. 
Man naturally is very bad, born with that 
carnal nature. Jeremiah says in his writ- 
ings, “The heart is deceitful above all things 
and desperately wicked; and who can know 
a ad 

And again the Word has it that if you 
hate your brother you are a murderer. Men 
do many things contrary to God’s laws and 
laws of our country and nation, but man 
must sink very low to require the interpo- 
sition of the Son of God; but much more 
so to require His death by crucifixion and 
His burial in the earth. 

Ill. THE FULFILLING OF THE SCRIP- 
TURES. Many of the old prophets speak 
of the death as a vicarious sacrifice. David 
describes His suffering and death, and the 
Prophet Isaiah tells us why He should die, 
and the sacred historian relating these facts 
tells us again and again that these things 
were done that the Scriptures. might be 
fulfilled, and that shows the conclusiveness 
of God’s adherence to His law, and that 
should vindicate to the unsaved the need of 
their adherence to God’s commands: “Son, 
daughter, give me thine heart; and hereby 
we see the truth of the inspiration of God’s 
Word and the faithfulness of the God who 
had promised, and we do know that it will 
not: pay to trifle with God’s Spirit. I would 
rather fool with the forked lightning than 
with God’s Spirit. Therefore, obey and yield 
yourselves unto God this beautiful morning. 
while all nature is aglow and the Holy Spir- 
it is striving with you. 

IV. THE JUSTICE AND HOLINESS OF 
JEHOVAH. These attributes had been seen 
in all God’s dealings with man, and particu- 
larly in the giving of the law, and the pen- 
alty attached to it for disobedience. Many 
times we see atrocious crime committed 


against nations and states and even against 
private individuals, and by some irregularity 
the defendant escapes the penalty of the 
laws,.probably by lack of important, or prop- 
er, evidence, but you need not think you 
can avoid the penalty of God’s laws on the 
ground of proper evidence, for you are writ- 
ing biography whereby you are to be judged, 
but in nothing was there such an exhibi- 
tion of these perfections as in His requir- 
ing the perfect obedience of Christ and His 
death on the cross in order that man be re- 
deemed and saved. 

Vv. THE LOVE, MERCY AND GRACE 
OF GOD IN CHRIST. 

God gave His only begotten Son that who- 
so-ever believeth in Him should not perish but 
have everlasting life. God had tried all oth- 
er means to bring the world to righteousness 
—gave the Levitical dispensation and the 
priestly dispensation and next He gave His 
Son in full view of Llis accumulated suffer- 
ings and death. Nothing could possibly 
equal this, and give us such a glorious view 
of these perfections. 

VI. THE GREATNESS OF THE WORK 
OF SALVATION (Redemption). 

And when He had opened the seventh seal 
there was silence in heaven about the space 
of half an hour, a perfect time and could 
it be a conference of heaven as to who 
could be trusted for our redemption; all 
heaven decided that nothing on earth could 
be trusted, and Jesus our elder brother steps 
forward and says, I will go down to earth 
for the redemption of the human race. 

Since none could be trusted with the work 
but Christ, and He must die to secure it, it 
was nothing less than to save the immortal 
soul from sin, death, and hell, and raise it 
to eternal glory. Let us then often visit the 
Cross to learn to hate sin; to have faith in 
Christ; and our vast obligation for salva- 
tion.

WOMEN 





Ohio has given many of her daughters to 
be bearers of the Light to those sitting in 
darkness; but perhaps none whose name 
will stand higher on the roll of those who 
have “counted not their lives dear unto them- 
selves” than that of Mary Reed. 

Early in life she gave herself to Christ 
and zealously threw all her energy into His 
service. Her young womanhood was spent 
as a teacher in the public schools of Ohio. 
Often during these years a desire came to 
her to devote her life to foreign mission 
work, but there is seldom one who feels 
more unworthy or inefficient and it was only 
after the Holy Spirit had brought home to 
her with unmistakable force that her Mas- 
ter wished her to become a missionary, that 
she yielded. 

At once resigning her position she offered 
herself to the Woman’s Foreign Mission So- 
ciety of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
was accepted and appointed to India, which 
country she reached in 1884. Her first work 
was in the zenanas of Cawnpore, but the 
climate proved unfavorable to her health 
and she was hurried to Pithoragarh, in the 
Himalaya Mountains, where she was obliged 
to remain for weeks before taking up her 
work. They were not spent in idleness, how- 
ever. The time was occupied with language 
study, and a careful survey of the conditions 
existing in that mountain region. Three 
miles from where she was staying was an 
asylum for those who, in olden times, were 
to “dwell alone” and cry, “unclean, unclean.” 

In this asylum were gathered five hundred 
of those poor afflicted ones in all stages of 
that terrible disease—leprosy. 

As soon as possible Miss Reed joyfully re- 
turned to her work in the plains, working 
with the same zeal and enthusiasm that had 
characterized her service in America. AS 
she looks back upon those years she sees how 
God was wonderfully preparing her for lar- 
ger work, when she would again turn her 
steps toward that beautiful mountain coun- 
try there to take up her abode. 

At the end of six years she returned to 
America completely broken down in health. 
She hoped that a few months would see her 
health restored, but time passed on with no 
visible improvement. She finally entered 
Christ’s Hospital in Cincinnati, where she 
underwent a serious surgical operation. For 
months there had been constant pain and a 
tingling sensation in the forefinger of her 
right hand. Several physicians examined it, 
but as they had never seen anything like it, 
it was not regarded as dangerous. As it 
stubbornly resisted all treatment, however, 
amputation was at last suggested. One day 
as Miss Reed was lying in bed, listlessly tap- 
ping the counterpane with her finger, as a 
relief to the dull pain, and thinking of 
God’s dealings with her in her past life, sud- 
denly, and so distinctly that she could not 
misunderstand it, the conviction came to her 
—almost as though.a voice had spoken: 

“The trouble with your finger is leprosy; 
you must return to India and go at once 
to the leper asylum at Pithoragarh, and de- 
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vote the rest of your life to teaching lepers.” 
A vision of that distant mountain region 
flashed before her and although such a 
thought had never entered her mind before, 
and she had no recollection of ever having 
been exposed to the disease, she never wav- 
ered as to the work God was calling her 
to do. 

When she gave her diagnosis to the hos- 
pital surgeon he could not believe her but 
promised to look it up in his medical books. 
His examination forced him to be convinced 
against his will. But leprosy is not a dis- 
ease with which American surgeons are fa- 
miliar so she was quietly sent to New York 
to consult with a physician who had spent 
some time in the West Indies studying the 
disease. He confirmed the decision already 
made, but his sympathies were so aroused 
that he gave her a letter of introduction to 
Sir Joseph Frayer, of London, the most emi- 
ment authority on Indian diseases in the 
world. 

Miss Reed bravely made preparations for 
a speedy return to India, sustained by the 
power that is always sufficient for our need. 
And it would be hard to conceive of a more 
“fiery trial” than that of being smitten with 
the most dreaded disease in the world. She 
confided in one sister but pitifully pleaded, 
“Please let me go without saying good-bye, 
it will be so much easier.” So she quietly 
left her. home as though she were merely 
going to call on a neighbor, without any good- 
bye kiss or “God be with you,” turning her 
face toward the land of her exile. It was 
not until she had reached India that her 
mother learned the sad story and knew the 
quality of her daughter’s courage. , 


On shipboard her sweet, sad face and gen- 
tle manner attracted attention, and won 
many friends, one of whom was a great com- 
fort to her through a greater part of her 
journey. - One day this friend asked if it 
was wise for her to return to her work in 
such a feeble condition. With quivering lips 
but with a voice that was steady Miss Reed 
replied, “My Father knows the way I go, 
and I am sure it is the right way. I am 
returning to India under conditions in which 
no other missionary ever returned.” 

The London specialist made a careful ex- 
amination, but reached the same conclusion 
as the others. Hoping that he might be 
mistaken, he gave her a letter of introduc- 
tion to a noted physician in Bombay who 
had seen leprosy all his life, and made her 
promise that she would see him before go- 
ing to the leper colony. This she did, but 
he was more emphatic than the others that 
her disease was leprosy. 

When the world heard her story the keen- 
est interest was excited and tidings of Mary 
Reed were eagerly sought. Quietly and 
calmly she entered upon her work and as if 
to test her faith the disease for a time made 
rapid progress. She had no assurance it 
would be stayed although constant prayer in 
her behalf was offered by countless friends. 
For a long time the reports that came from 
Chandag Heights, where her little bungalow 


is located, dealt chiefly with the growing 
work, and the patience and bravery of the 
suffering missionary. Friends visited her, 
but she ate alone at her own table and took 
every precaution to prevent infection. What 
her mental and spiritual suffering must have 
been none but her heavenly Father knows, 
for to her friends she was always the same 
sweet, cheerful woman, 

At last the report came that the disease 
had been stayed; then that improvement was. 
marked, and finally the good news, “all feek 
that she is perfectly well.” Some say that 
a mistake must have been made in the orig- 
inal diagnosis, but with five physicians of 
high standing, each convinced against his. 
will, a statement of this sort is hardly cred- 
ible. 

In 1903 Miss Reed left her work for a fur- 
lough that lasted three years. During this. 
time she had the great happiness of visiting 
her home once more, remaining about a 
month. Her visit, however, was kept as 
quiet as possible. 

She returned in the fall of 1906, joyfully 
taking up again the ministry to which she 
has devoted her life. Under her wise direc- 
tion the mission plant now occupies about 
one hundred acres of land, has separate 
homes for men and women, quarters for 
treatment of the . disease in its different 
stages, a hospital, dispensary and chapel. 
She has an average of eighty men and women 
under her care. 

Last June at the World’s Missionary Con- 
ference in Edinburgh there were those present 
who testified that to-day Mary Reed goes in 
and out among her patients and friends in 
a new body, a living monument to the effica- 
cy of intercessory prayer and to the healing 
power of the Great Physician.

Never, since the first gun 
was fired at Concord and Lexington, has 
there been absent from the American heart 
the love of liberty, and ever has there been 
a striving to show to the world what fruitage 
will come to the cultivated flower of free- 
dom. 

Our national success is so marked simply 
because there has ever been that constant 
attempt to realize this highest ideal, and the 
American patriot finds his most complete 
development and his greatest usefulness 
manifest in the service that will most 
materially aid his nation in giving eternal 
life to liberty. 

The sacrifice of the Union soldier was so 
effective because it showed to the world that 
men are willing to die that their country 
might live. The whole world saw and since 
has known that the American patriot was 
and is a product of principles and the sacri- 
fice of his life has made them effective, 
perpetuating the principles for which it was 
given. 

Some great achievements have been made 
in the intellectual life. Look for a moment 
at Aristotle, one of the world’s greatest 
teachers. He had a definite purpose in life 
and living in accordance with it gave to the 
world his great ideas. His teachings were 
so clear and so systematic that he was 
called the “Father of Logic,” and the prin- 
ciples laid down in his study have never 
been superceded. He was so in earnest 
about his teachings and in his work that he 
is said to have delivered his lectures while 
walking to and fro on the porch of the 
Lyceum surrounded by his pupils. As a 
result his name has been honored all through 
the history of the world since his time. 

Socrates, another great man in the intel- 
lectual world, was a self-made philosopher. 
He believed he had a mission to fulfil and 
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lived and worked to that end. He taught 
concerning life and morality and opposed 
the skeptics of his day. He lived up to 
his convictions and made his life successful 
and effective. 

A single glance at the religious world wil? 
be sufficient to show there were many useful 
and effective lives. 

As we look at the life of that great man, 
D. L. Moody, we see an underlying principle, 
that of striving to make an opportunity for 
men and women to know more of the right 
life—striving to bring men into a closer re- 
lation to the divine Ruler. He followed his 
guiding star directly and, as a_ result, 
brought to himself success; and his life’s 
effectiveness has been felt throughout the 
world. 

Then the secret of life is no longer hidden. 
Man is not a creature of chance, to be made 
or unmade by a turn of fortune’s wheel, 
but he is a living, striving being set down in 
the midst of opportunities out of which he 
may build a life. His skill in building will 
determine the effectiveness of his life. 

As the workman seeks to know the plan of 
the master builder, that all his work may 
add to the utility and beauty of the struct- 
ure, so must the one who would live an 
effective life seek to know the will of Him 
whose workman he is. Then, knowing what 
the will of God is and being submissive to 
it, there will be an effectiveness in his life 
that the whole world cannot help but feel.

A Week at the Moody Bible Institute

At the close of the Chapman-Alexander 
Mission in Chicago, it was the writer’s priv- 
ilege to be the guest for a week at the Moody 
Bible Institute. The location of this insti- 
tution I found to be ideal for the work it 
has in view. Situated on the north side of 
Chicago, within a mile of the heart of the 
commercial district and easily reached by 
trains and street-cars from every part of 
the surrounding territory, it has on one side 
of it one of the finest residential quarters 
in the city and on the other a teeming popu- 
lation of the middle and lower classes rep- 
resenting almost every condition, race and 
nation in the world. Within a few blocks 
are various libraries, art institutes, the Field 
Museum of Natural History, the Chicago 
Academy of Sciences, ete. 

On my arrival I was met by Miss Angy 
Manning Taylor, the well-known Bible teach- 
er, and ushered into a suite of beautiful 
rooms in the annex and told to “make my- 
self at home.” 

Miss Taylor has immediate oversight of 
the girls in the Annex and is beloved by 
them. It was her busy day, so she left me 
for a time saying that I might rest until 
supper time. 

I noted at once the atmosphere of the 
place as that of a quiet, bright and comfort- 
able home adapted for retirement and study. 
I stepped to a window and noted buildings 
In every direction, in which are housed the 
hundreds of earnest men and women who 
are being prepared for Christian work. I 
decided not to rest but to go out on a tour 
of inspection. 1 crossed the courtyard to 
the Men’s Building (155 Institute Place) 
which contains the office, library, lecture and 
dining rooms, and dormitories for 200 stu- 
dents. 

The main library (containing over 3,000 
volumes) the reading room with its supply 
of best books, religious magazines and pa- 
pers, maps and other material for reference 
and study. Here I met my good Orthodox 
Presbyterian friend, the Rev. H. H. Ralston 
who has charge of the correspondence de- 
partment, a course which was added in 1901, 
for the advantage of men and women desir- 
ing to take a systematic course “in the Bible 
and practical Christian work, but who are 
unable to attend the Institute.” The work 
is carried on by mail, and certificates are 
granted according to the progress made. 
Hundreds are now taking the course and 
thousands of Christian workers would be 
greatly benefited by doing so. Sunday-school 
teachers and superintendents, Bible Class 
teachers, Presidents of Young People’s So- 
cieties would find the course most helpful. 

In conversation with Dr. Ralston, I learn- 
ed not only of his work but something of the 
immense proportions of the work of the In- 
stitute, much of which the outside world has 
only thé slightest conception. 


I was graciously welcomed by the Rev. 
James H. Gray, the present and able head 
of the Institute and heard from him some- 
thing of the workings of the past and of the 
plans for the future. 

When in 1899 Mr. Moody was called to his 


Heavenly Home and when a litile later the 
Superintendent, Dr. Torrey, felt called into 
the world-wide evangelistic work, the board 
of trustees planned to conserve and broaden 
the energies of the Institute by placing them 
in control of an Executive Committee. 

This Committee consists of Henry P. 
Crowell, an active and consecrated layman, 
who, as President of the Quaker Oats Co., 
exerts a wide influence in the business world ; 
A. P. Fitt, Mr. Moody’s son-in-law, and Dr. 
Gray, teacher, preacher, and author, and of 
mature experience in the training of stu- 
dents and in the conduct of Christian work. 
Associated with Dr. Gray as Dean, are How- 
ard W. Pope, Superintendert of the men; 
Miss Charlotte A. Cary, Superintendent of 
the women; Dr. William Evans, Director of 
the Bible Course, Dr. D. B. Towner, Director 
of the Music Course; John H. Hunter, Di- 
rector of the Evening Department; Miss A. 
M. Taylor, Assistant Superintendent Wom- 
en’s Department; Edward A. Marshall, In- 
structor in Missions; J. H. Ralston, Secre- 
tary of the Correspondence Department; A. 
F. Gaylord, Business Manager; P. W. Camp- 
bell, Financial Secretary, and seven or eight 
other men and women who constitute the 
faculty, giving all their time to the care 
and instruction of the student kody. It was 
my privilege to meet with most of the above 
named and from them I learned much of 
what is being done through the various de- 
partments. . 


The afternoon passed all too quickly and 
before I was aware of how fast time was 
passing we were called to supper. I, being 
a guest, sat at the table with members of 
the faculty. As far as the food was con- 
cerned, I might have eaten with the students, 
for the bill of fare was the same. Good, 
well-cooked food and plenty of it. 

After supper came the evening prayer or 
“Fellowship” meeting, which I found to be 
one of the most interesting hours of the day. 
Many of the students are going out to con- 
duct meetings, or to help in missions, or to 
follow up individuals in whom they have 
become interested. From these come requests 
for prayer, and also from former students 
who are working in various fields, at home 
or abroad, but who never forget the help- 
fulness of these after-supper prayer-meetings. 


Letters are read from old students, giving 
reporis of conversions, of revivals and bless- 
ings of all kind. It often happens that some 
student is about to leave the Institute, and 
then at the close of the meeting all who are 
present join hands in a circle and sing, 
“Blest be the tie that binds,” and pray ‘for 
God’s blessing on the departing one. 

At this one particular meeting one of the 
students asked for prayer for his mother 
who he said was not a Christian. “Pray 
for my brother,” said another. Prayer was 
offered for Dr. Torrey and Dr. Chapman in 
their evangelistic work, and for various evan- 
gelists out in the field. At the close of the 
service they scatter for their various assign- 
ments, while others retire for study. 

At half-past six in the morning the rising 
bell sourds, followed by breakfast at 
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seven o'clock. After breakfast there is a 
short exposition of Scripture by the super- 
intendent, or by some distinguished visitor 
who may be present. Following this come 
prayers, in which the students take part and 
in which the work of the day is especially 
remembered, together with the needs of the 
Institute, and the donors. After prayer some 
retire for study, others go to housework. 
Then come the classes in personal work, Bi- 
ble study and music. 


Mr. Moody recognized the importance of 
music and tried to devote at least one-half 
of eich service to it. He was often heard to 
say that “Singing does as much as preaching 
to impress the Word of God upon people’s 
minds.” 


Dr. D. B. Towner is director of the Music 
Course, and although only having a short 
time in this department, the writer noted 
the thoroughness of his work, starting from 
the very ground up; and should the student 
possess talent the two-years’ course will en- 
able him to train a choir or write an anthem. 
We said under our breath, no wonder such 
men as Alexander, Pugh, Dickson and scores 
of singers to-day received inspiration here. 

We noted that there was none of the oper- 
atic screaming and “trills” which are heard 
in so many of our church choirs to-day and 
which, we believe is doing much to empty 
the seats in many city churches. Oh! that 
we could have our choirs filled with those 
who are trained under Dr. Towner at the 
Moody Bible Institute. More souls would, 
I am sure, be brought into the Kingdom. I 
was pleased to learn from Dr. Towner and 
others that ministers from some of the 
churches in the great cities east and west, 
north and south, are writing to the Institute 
asking for consecrated gospel singers to lead 
their choirs. 


The writer was greatly interested in the 
class for Personal Work. The purpose of 
this course is to enable the students to ac- 
quire facility in using their Bibles, so that 
they may know at once to what passage they 
should turn to meet the difficulties of any 
case with which they are dealing or where 
they can find a text which may be used in 
order to meet the various emergencies that 
arise in Christian work. The men at the 
head of the Institute believe as did Mr. 
Moody, that there is no Christian, however 
humble or insignificant he may feel himself, 
or others esteem him to ke, who is not ap- 
pointed by the Spirit to be a winner of souls, 
and it is strongly brought before the student 
that no higher honor can be conferred upon 
the Christian, and no greater privilege be 
given the believer in Christ than to be asso- 
ciated with Him in the great and blessed 
work of bringing a lost world to the knowl- 
edge of the truth. The Institute has not 
lost the evangelistic note that Mr. Moody 
gave it. 


Under Dr. Gray, its. present Dean, it 
stands distinctively for the Constructive 
Study of the Bible that has always been ad- 
vocated by the Bible League, and is made 
plain in his “Synthetic Bible Studies,” his 
other works and his present teaching. He is 


‘probably the hest known practical exponent 


cf this kind of teaching. He treats the Bible 
as a unit embodying God’s plan of redemp- 
tion, and aims constantly to help his students 
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to grasp it as a whole and in all its parts 
from that point of view. 

There is nothing to be heard of the crude 
and ignorant exegesis and exposition claim- 
ing to be half-inspired, that is in vogue in 
some so-called Bible schools; and nothing of 
the discredited history and perverse inter- 
pretation exploited in some of the theological 
schools in the name of “high scholarship ;” the 
Bible is taught without discount or discredit 
at the Moody Bible Institute. 


We began to write up a week’s doings at 
the great Institute, but find that space will 
not permit. It would take volumes. 


But when we consider that every day 
starts with the Quiet Hour, followed by pub- 
lic devotions after breakfast, and a general 
prayer-meeting after supper, that every lec- 
ture, faculty gathering, or business meeting 
is opened with prayer, that on Monday morn- 
ing special prayer is made for all the don- 
ors of the Institute, and on Friday nfght for 
all former students, and on the first Tuesday 
in each month a whole hour is set apart for 
prayer by faculty and students, to say noth- 
ing of the weekly hall meetings on each floor, 
and half-dozen or more weekly band meet- 
ings composed of those who are going to va- 
rious mission fields, and the group meetings 
which spring up spontaneously at all hours 
and seasons, in view of all this and much 
more, known only to God, may we not hum- 
bly say that the Bible Institute is a great 
Spiritual Power-House.

THE SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST

Infidels talk a great deal about the law 
of “the survival of the fittest,” but have 
very little to say concerning its most strik- 
ing illustration. One of the marvels of his- 
tory is that a people of remote antiquity, 
never very strong numerically when com- 
pared with the leading nations of the distant 
past, have not only survived the changes of 
the ages, though dispersed among all the na- 
tions of the earth, but are to-day probably 
greater in number than ever before and are 
conspicuous for great intellectual and physi- 
eal vigor. 

The newspapers have recently referred to 
the fact that two of the most important posi- 
tions in Italy are held by Jews: Luzzatti, 
who is the premier, and Nathan, mayor of 
Rome. Baron Sonnino, ex-premier, was also 
a member of that wonderful race that so 
strikingly illustrates the law of the survival 
of the fittest. 


It is an amazing fact that the Jews are 
physically superior to all other races, their 
death rate being far lower than that of Gen- 
tiles. This is admitted by all who have in- 
vestigated the facts; and the numbers of 
great men given to the world by that race 
are proportionately greater than those con- 
tributed by any other people. This is a 
wonderful faet when considered in connec- 
tion with the persecutions the Jews have suf- 
fered and the disadvantages under which 
they have almost always labored. 


What is the cause of this wonderful vigor 
of the Jewish race? Men who have given 
much time to the subject assert that they 
believe the solution of the problem is to 
be found in the fact that for ages the Jews 
have observed the hygienic and sanitary reg- 
ulations of the Old Testament. And al- 
though to-day there are many of that race 
whose lives are not in accord with those 
wonderful laws, yet the fact that their an- 
cestors observed them shows in the effect 
produced upon descendants of that ancient 
people whose dietetic laws and various reg- 
ulations relating to health are declared by 
scientists of to-day to be in complete accord 


with what has been found to be conducive 
to good health and long life. 

Infidels have long talked about the “mis- 
takes of Moses,” but would it not be wiser to 
live in accordance with those teachings of 
the great lawgiver that have had a share, at 
least, in producing a race intellectually and 
physically notable? The critics think they 
could improve upon much that Moses did. 
The inability of the infidel critics to see the 
excellence of the laws of Moses shows how 
small is their intellectual capacity and indi- 
eates without further evidence, that they 
are, as in so many instances, in error when 
they assert that Moses was a mistaken lead- 
er or one who wilfully imposed upon the 
ancient Hebrew people.

The joy 
which thrills the believer is an abiding pos- 
session. The late Earl Cairns, of England, 
on one occasion gave an address to a com- 
pany of laboring men, many of whom were 
unbelievers and agnostics. He was a very 
rich man, and lived in a luxuriously fur- 
nished home. Referring to his home, and 
to his faith in Christ, he said: 

“It is a pleasure to me to know that the 
costly things in my house, which you cannot 
possibly share with me, are not the things 
out of which my happiness is made. Had I 
to leave them all to-morrow, and to take to 
the humblest of homes, I should carry all 
my joy with me. I rejoice that in my own 
life, what exceeds in value all other things 
is what I can share with you, for it is 
within your reach, as well as mine. My 
most earnest desire and prayer for you is 
that Christ may reveal Himself to you, sat- 
isfying, as I know He only can, every de 
sire of your hungry hearts.” 

Earl Cairns had found by his own experi- 
ence that large material possessions never 
ean furnish the satisfaction which a human 
soul needs, and often yearns for. All of his 
wealth could not give him the happiness 
which the Christian religion produces in a 
believer’s heart. Material investments are 
only temporary, and in many instances they 
are very fleeting. In the place of my resi- 
dence, several men recently lost much mon- 
ey by a concern which promised large divi- 
dends, and then soon closed business, swin- 
dling thousands of investors, one of whom 
lost five thousand dollars. But the spiritual 
possessions of Christians are protected by 
One who never fails. He guarantees per- 
petual safety to all investments which are 
made in Him.

But what they 
lacked in size they more than made up in 
joyous sprightliness.

The portico built about and over 
the prevented the approach of more 
than one sparrow at a time, and as these 
cowardly braggarts ‘generally attack in bat- 
tallions, they did not relish marching up 
single file, especially as two very sharp bills 
menaced the narrow entrance from within. 
After a few futile attacks they seemed to 
realize the hopelessness of dislodging the 
wrens, and ceased their annoyances. 


When the weather became warm, they 
began nest-building. Bobby did most of the 
collecting materials. Moss, hairs, threads, 
lichens, thin blades of dry grass, bits of 
downy feathers, etc., entered into its con- 
struction.

CHARGE TO CANDIDATES

Hold fast the form of sound words, in faith 
and love which is in Christ Jesus: that 
good thing which was committed unto you 
keep by the Holy Ghost which dwelleth 
in us. 


My sons, be strong in the grace that is 
in Christ Jesus; endure hardness as good 
soldiers of Jesus Christ. No man that war- 
reth entangleth himself with the affairs of 
this life; that he may please Him who hath 
chosen him to be a soldier. If a man also 
strive for masteries, yet is he not crowned, 
except he strive lawfully. The husband that 
laboreth must first be partaker of the fruits. 
Consider what I say and the Lord give you 
understanding in all things. 

It is a faithful saying: “If we be dead 
with him, we shall also live with him; 
if we suffer we shall also reign with him; 
if we deny him, he also will deny us; if we 
believe not, yet he abideth faithful; he can- 
not deny himself.” Of these things put them 
in remembrance, charging them before the 
Lord that they strive not about words to no 
profit, but to the subverting of hearers. 

Study to show yourselves approved unto 
God, a workman that need not to be asham- 
ed, rightly dividing the Word of Truth. 
Shun profane and vain babblings, for they 
increase unto more ungodliness, 

The foundation of God standeth sure, hav- 
ing this seal, the Lord knoweth them that 
are His. Let every one that nameth the 
name of Christ depart from iniquity. 

In a great house there are not only vessels 
of gold and silver, but also of wood and of 
earth; and some to honor, and some to dis- 
honor. If a man therefore purge himself 
from these he shall be a vessel unto honor, 
sanctified, and meet for the Master’s use, 
and prepared unto every good work. 


Flee from youthful lusts; follow right- 
eousness, faith, charity, peace, with them 
that call on the Lord out of a pure heart; 
foolish and unlearned questions avoid, know- 
ing that they do gender strifes; the servant 
of the Lord must not strive; but be gentle 
unto all men, apt to teach, patient in meek- 
ness, instructing those that oppose them- 
selves, if God peradventure will give them 
repentance to the acknowledging of the 
truth; and that they may recover themselves 
out of the snare of the devil, who are taken 
captive by him at his will. 


This know also, that in the last days peril- 
ous times shall come; men shall be lovers of 
their own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, un- 
thankful, unholy, without natural affections, 
truce breakers, false accusers, incompetent, 
fierce, despisers of those that are good, 
traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of pleas- 
ures more than lovers of God; having a form 
of godliness, but denying the power thereof; 
from such turn away. 

Of this sort are they which creep into 
houses, and lead captive silly women laden 
with sins, led away by divers pleasures, ever 
learning, and never able to come to the 
knowledge of the truth. All that will live 
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godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecu- 
tion. 

Evil men and seducers shall wax worse 
and worse, deceiving and being deceived; 
but continue ye in the things which ye have 
learned and have been assured of, knowing 
of whom ye have learned them; and that 
from children ye have known the holy Script- 
ures, which are able to make thee wise unto 
salvation through faith which is in Christ 
Jesus. 

All Scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction in right- 
eousness, that the man of God may be per- 
fect, thoroughly furnished unto all good 
works. 

I charge you therefore before God, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the 
quick and the dead at His appearing and 
His Kingdom; preach the Word; be instant 
in season, out of season; reprove, rebuke 
exhort with all long-suffering and doctrine ; for 
the time will come when they will not en- 
dure sound doctrine; but after their own 
lusts shall they heap to themselves teachers, 
having itching ears, and they shall turn 
away their ears from the truth and shall 
be turned unto fables. But with ye in all 
things, endure afflictions, do the work of 
evangelists, make full proof of your min- 
istry, taking each by the hand and saying:

WHAT IS LEFT? 


Learning from a friend that his mill had 
been damaged by fire, we traveled together 
a few hours later to the scene of the disaster. 
Approaching the village, my friend arose 
from his seat in the trolley car and, looking 
out of the window in the direction of the 
factory, said, quite distinctly and yet not 
for my benefit, “What is left?’ 

How those words have been ringing in my 
ears the past few days, “What is left?” 
My friend had in mind, I have no doubt, 
at least seven thoughts. Not being a mind- 
reader, I cannot vouch for their accuracy, 
yet believe them to be plausible. First, is 
any life endangered? second, is the building 
badly dilapidated? third, has the machinery 
been destroyed? fourth, what is the condi- 
tion of the stock—the finish and otherwise? 
fifth, will the fire delay the orders to any 
great extent? sixth, how many “hands” will 
be idle and how long? seventh, will the in- 
surance cover the loss? 

As this fire caused damage, so sin has 
produced great havoc in this world. The 
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lessons I learned were sevenfold. If sin has 
not made us a culprit, it has certainly left 
us a cripple. This body of ours is a building, 
and must have careful attention. The ma- 
chinery and our organs, our faculties—why, 
no money can repair certain injuries! Our 
stock in trade differs according to the educa- 
tion, training or experience in any trade, 
profession or art. Certain orders have not 
been carried out, when we recall, “Go into 
all the world.” Untold millions have not 
yet heard of the “good news.” There is 
that insurance that has to do with the life 
that now is, and that.which is to come. 
What is left? Opportunity to serve God— 
and in doing so we serve ourselves and our 
fellow-men. What is left? To begin each 
day with its golden privilege and a new 
supply of God’s grace: “Give the best you 
have in the world, and the best will come 
back to you.” 


What is left? 
are seven proofs: 

1. He cares for our souls. “Who redeem- 
eth thy life from destruction. He crowneth 
thee with loving kindness and tender mer- 
cies.” (Psa. 103: 4). 

2. He cares for our bodies. “If God so 
clothe the grass of the field * * * shall he 
not much more clothe you, O ye of little 
faith?’ (Matt. 6:30). 

3. He cares for our mental distress. 
“Letting go all your care upon him: for he 
eareth for you.” (I Peter 5:7). 


4. He cares for our personal welfare. 
“The Lord God is a sun and a shield: the 
Lord will give grace and glory: no good 
thing will he withhold from them that walk 
uprightly.” (Psa. 84:11). 

5. He cares for our feeble attempts in 
prayer.

——The dispute regarding the boundary 
line between Peru and Ecuador will be sub- 
mitted to the Hague Tribunal. This is in 
compliance with the suggestion presented by 
the mediating powers. 


——~—Two large towns were destroyed by 
earthquake in Turkestan on the 4th inst., 
and a lake is reported to have formed on the 
site of Prshevalsk, a town of 8,000 and all 
inhabitants were engulfed. 


——The United States district court has 
inflicted fines of $40,000 each on the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railway, the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad and the Bethlehem Steel 
Company, charged with unlawful rebating. 


——The Honduran rebels have captured 
the city of Puerto Cortez on the Atlantic 
coast.

Miss Mary Macon, daughter of repre- 
sentative Macon of Arkansas, has been se- 
lected as sponsor for the battleship Arkan- 
sas, launched at Camden, New Jersey, Jan- 
uary 14. 


—Prof. A. S. Hill, of Harvard Univer- 
sity, has died, aged seventy-seven. He has 
been professor of rhetoric and oratory since 
1872. He wrote several works on rhetoric 
which are widely used. 


The Wright Brothers have purchased 
a tract of land near Augusta, Georgia, for 
the purpose of establishing a winter train- 
ing camp, as they claim the winter in Ohio 
is too cold for successful work. 

A milk white deer was recently killed 
on the ranch of Charles P. Taft at San An- 
tonio, Texas. Hunters have been trying to 
get it for eight years, and it was said by the 
Mexicans to bear a charmed life. 


——Dayton, Ohio, is to have a million dol- 
lar government building.

Wayne County, Indiana, the birth- 
place of Oliver P. Morton, Indiana’s famous 
war governor, is to honor his memory by 
erecting a life-size bronze statue of him, 
using the plaster cast of the famous Nie- 
haus statue in Washington as a model. 





Stephen B. Elkins, Senator from West 
Virginia, died at his home in Washington on 
the 5th inst. He built up a great fortune 
from coal and timber in West Virginia. He 
was one of the first movers for an investiga- 
tion into the high cost of living, which was 
inaugurated during the second session of the 
sixty-first congress. 


—To date the Government has spent 
$5,000,000 for the irrigation of Indian lands 
in Montana, Utah, Nevada, Wyoming, Wash- 
ington, Idaho, Arizona, California, Colorado 
and New Mexico. The problems met by 
the irrigation engineers in building projects 
in the north are less difficult than those in 
the south, the reason being that there is a 
more abundant supply of water in the for- 
mer, requiring in many cases only simple 
gravity canals to divert the water supply 
on the large areas to sage brush soil. 
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——Davis Elkins, son of the late Stephen 
B. Elkins, will fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of his father for the few days that 
will elapse pending the election of a senator 
by the Democratic Legislature. 


——Prof. George Huntington, former libra- 
rian of Carleton College, has written a hymn 
of international peace, which Andrew Car- 
negie prefers to America. He has sent out 
several thousand copies among those inter- 
ested in the peace movement. 


——tThe largest room in the world under 
a single roof and unbroken by pillars of any 
sort is in St. Petersburg. It is 620 feet long 
and 150 feet wide. It is used for military 
displays and a whole battalion can man- 
euver in it with ease. The roof is made of 
a single arch of iron, and is considered one 
of the architectural wonders of the world. 


——tThere has been severe rioting in Cal- 
cutta between Hindus and Mohammedans, 
caused by the slaughter of the sacred cow 
by the latter, which resulted in six killed, 
300 wounded and 100 arrested. The govern- 
ment refuses to order the Mohammedans to 
desist from killing cows, but has much 
trouble keeping the rival factions apart. 


—Rev. E. W. Thwing, who is addressing 
large audiences in large cities in China, try- 
ing to organize anti-opium societies, distrib- 
uting literature and advising officials, gives 
the following facts regarding the opium 
curse: There are about 80,000,000 Chinese 
who are slaves to the habit, and 500,000 sui- 
cides result each year. Dr. Thwing says it 
is as hard to arouse the leading people to 
the terrible effects of the opium traffic as it 
is to warn leading people in our land to the 
enormities of the saloon. 


——tThe “Floating Church of Our Savior” 
which for nearly seventy years rendered serv- 
ice as a sailors’ tabernacle, has been present- 
ed to All Saints’ parish, Staten Island. It 
will now be a floating church only at high 
tide and will rest upon the sands of Mariners’ 
harbor when the tide is low. The farewell 
services were attended by a large number of 
old seamen who were saddened by old mem- 
ories. It was burnt in 1869 and the present 
church built. Out of it has grown the pres- 
ent plant of the Seamen’s Church Institute 
of New York, which cares for 50,000 men 
and boys in a year and is planning the erec- 
tion of a _ twelve-story $500,000 building, 
which will be wonderful so far as seamen are 
concerned. 


——On the 9th inst. Judson Harmon was 
inaugurated governor of Ohio. The cere- 
mony was one among the simplest in the his- 
tory of the state, the governor stepping out 
of his private office into the reception room 
of the executive chambers and there sub- 
scribing to the oath administered by Chief 
Justice Wm. T. Spear. Parading of soldiery 
and military clubs, social receptions and the 
inaugural ball, and everything that makes 
the inauguration a function, were omitted. 
The chimes of Trinity Episcopal church rang 
out the news that a new administration had 
begun, and was the only announcement to 
the outside world of the event. The chimes 
played “The Star Spangled Banner,” “Amer- 
ica,” “Blest Be the Tie That Binds,” and 
“Hail to the Chief.” The governor then re- 
turned to his private office and resumed his 
work.

IS NOT AN OFFERING 


The following letter has been mailed to 
each and every minister of the Christian 
Church and it remains to be seen just how 
far the sentiment in favor of federation will 
materialize into the sinews of war. 


Be Sure To Read The Letter: 


Dear Brother :— 


The Convention in session at Troy adopted 
the following recommendation: 


“That the Convention continue its 
organic relation in Federative co-op- 
eration by electing its quota of dele- 
gates to the next Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America, 
and by meeting the financial obliga- 
tion that such membership entails; 
and this action is taken with the dis- 
tinct understanding that the basis of 
federation in the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America 
is such as to admit the regularly 
appointed delegates of every pro- 
fessedly Christian Church in Amer- 
ica.” 

The Convention made no provision what- 
ever for the meeting of our financial obliga- 
tion and when we came to face the fact 
that that obligation was upon us it put us 
in remembrance of our duty. The Executive 
Board of the Convention took the matter 
under advisement and adopted the following 
resolution : 


“That an appeal be made to all 
the ministers of the Christian 
Church to raise $1.00 each, each 
year during the present quadrenni- 
um for this purpose, and that should 
the amount thus raised be more 
than our financial obligation to the 
Federal Council which is $150.00 a 
year, that it be credited to the gen- 
eral fund of the Convention.”

In addition to the $150.00 each year it 
will cost about that amount to pay the ex- 
penses of our delegates to the Council the 
year it meets, so that you see the impor- 
tance of having each minister raise and re- 
mit his dollar as soon as possible. 

And now I am appealing to you to make 
effective this action of the Executive Board. 
This is not a collection from the Church and 
should not be so considered. It is a small 
amount that each minister is to secure in 
his own way, and at such a time during the 
immediate future, as will best suit his con- 
venience and the convenience of his people. 
I do not want to meddle with any pastor’s 
affairs even to making suggestions, but 
should I be allowed to do so it would be to 
read this letter at the close of a service and 
ask nine persons beside yourself to contrib- 
ute ten cents each. It would indeed be sur- 
prising if the amount was not quickly and 
easily raised. 

The Convention elected its representatives 
to the next meeting of the Council. 

Now these representatives will feel embar- 
rassed and humiliated should they find that 
our apportionment (which is very small com- 
pared with other denominations) had not 
been met. The Convention offering from 
the churches will not justify the payment of 
this amount from the general fund and so 
if it is raised, it must be raised in a special 
way, and the above seemed so reasonable 
and easy, that we cannot think of it failing. 
Please see that Your Dollar comes in at 
once. Thank you. 

I have been thinking of the ministers, and 
have almost counted the ones who will re- 
spond. This is not a hard thing to do, for 
there are those who respond to every call, 
and they will respond to this one; and there 
are those who do not respond to any eall, 
and of course they will not respond to this 
one; so there you have the solution of the 
whole matter. The letter states that the 
Convention elected its delegates to the next 
meeting of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America. They are

people and who will see that we are properly 
represented, and that no violence is done to 
the principles for which we stand. But 
how humiliated they will be, if when the 
name of the Christians is called and the 
amount made public that they gave in the 
interest of this great movement, if that 
amount should be as much as one dollar 
less than the small amount asked of us.

Summerbell is a member of the Executive 
Board of the Council for the present quad- 
rennium, Dr. O. W. Powers having been for 
the quadrennium preceding. We are in it, 
we are to stay in it, and we must do our 
part by it. Let us see that it is done and 
done at once. ‘The money for this year is 
long overdue and must be paid during Jan- 
uary 1911.

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Sunday-school Lesson for Jan. 29, 1911

JEHOSHAPHAT’S GOOD REIGN IN 
JUDAH 
2 Chronicles 17: 1-13 
(Read 2 Chron. 17-20) 


GOLDEN TEXT—Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God, and his righteousness; and all these 
things shall be added unto you—Matt, 6: 33. 


Lesson Settings 
Time. Jehoshaphat’s reign began when he 
was thirty-five years old, B. C. 878, and con- 
tinued twenty-five years, extending from the 
sixty-first to the eighty-sixth year of the 
kingdom. In Israel, Ahab reigned fer eigh-. 
teen years and Joram seven years of the 
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time covered by our lesson. The prophets of 
Israel were Elijah and Micaiah of Judah, 
Jehu, the son of Hanani, and Jahazrel. 

Place. Judah, the hill country of Ephra- 
im, to which place the reform was extended. 
Ramoth-Gilead on the east side of Jordan, 
where the conflict with the Syrians occurred, 
and the “Hallelujah Valley,” the Valley of 
Blessing, near Tekoa, ten miles south of Je- 
rusalem. 


Lesson Comment 

The second period of the history of Judah, 
like the reign of Asa, was one of improve- 
ment, reformation and prosperity lecause 
the good king endeavored to promote the gen- 
eral well-being of his people, extending refor- 
mation to Ephraim, and improving the relig- 
ious life of the people. As a natural out- 
come of religious improvement, followed jus- 
tice, education, and prosperity. This was 
real missionary method, based on the eter- 
nal principles of prosperity which must form 
the foundation of any real reform and im- 
provement in civil and religious life among 
Christians and heathen alike. Every individ- 
ual and nation that represents Christ and 
Christianity should present the most perfect 
example of Christian life and purity possi- 
ble under the direction of the Holy Spirit. 
Our power over, heathen nations is measured 
by the purity of our religion. 

I. Judah’s New King. (Vs. 1-4.) 

1. Jehoshaphat. “Jehovah judged” had 
a good father, Asa, who was a good king; 
his mother was named Azubah “forsaken.” 
Strengthened himself against Israel. There 
had been a conflict between the two king- 
doms for a long time which had developed 
into an open border warfare during the last 
part of Asa’s reign. 

2. Fenced cities. Fortified cities. Set 
garrisons, military posts, commanders, sol- 
diers, supplies and other important equip- 
ment for protection in addition to the forti- 
fied cities. In the cities of Ephraim, taken 
first by Abijah (II Chron. 13:19), then by 
Asa in these border warfares near the north- 
ern boundaries of Judah; and built up and 
strengthened by the same good king, but 
now fortified by Jehoshaphat. 

3. And the LORD, “Jehovah,” the per- 
sonal God of the Jews who made Himself 
known unto Moses in the burning bush and 
revealed his personality and eternal exist- 
ence in J am that I am, was with Jehosha- 
phat, because Jehoshaphat was ready to 
know His will, and do for the nation what 
God willed for His people. If we are will- 
ing to do God’s will, He will be with us al- 
way, even unto the end of the world, to give 
us victory and bless us in blessing others 
through us. Baalim, the plural of Baal, the 
false and unholy idols adopted by Israel and 
her wicked king. 

4. But sought to the Lord God of his fa- 
ther. The Hebrew means “sought the God” 
or “went to the God of his father with a re- 
quest.” He turned unto the Lord for help, 
instruction, direction and walked in His 
commandments. His religious training by 
a godly father and the example of the obe- 
dience that father manifested towards God 
left its impress upon his life and reign. The 
power of their religious parental example 
over children lives after parents are gone to 
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their reward. This king,made it the rule of 
his life to follow his father’s God in per- 
sonal religion and in public office and walked 
not after the doings of Israel in their idol- 
atrous worship. 

5. The Lord established the kingdom in 
his hand. Established the kingdom upon the 
principles of righteousness which he followed 
and obeyed. No life, no nation and no peo- 
ple can be established upon any other foun- 
dation than that is laid in Jesus Christ. 
Any other foundation is as “sinking sand.” 
Presents, “tribute,” “congratulatory gifts at 
his ascension. Compare I Sam. 10: 27.”— 
Barnes. Riches and honor in abundance. 
Great prosperity attended his reign and his 
wealth attained to greater proportions than 
that of any other kings except David and 
Solomon. 

II. Jehoshaphat’s Good Influence. (6-10.) 

6. His heart was lifted up, not’ with 
pride or self-conceit, but with gratitude, cour- 
age, hope and exultant joy in Jehovah’s 
ways, in the majestic movement of a mighty 
power working wib him and for him and 
the people. He took away the high places. 
Places for heathen, idolatrous worship and 
false ways of worshiping the true God. 
Groves. ‘“Asherim,’ which means wooden 
poles representing Astarte, corresponding to 
the goddess of licentious love. 

7. Sent * * * princes * * * to teach the 
cities of Judah. These were the great men 
of the kingdom, appointed to institute an 
educational system, and train people for bet- 
ter citizens, better in religious and private 
life. Religion has established an education- 
al system wherever it has been true to God. 
In the free Sunday-schools, the precursors of 
a free public school system in every nation 
that is blessed with such educational ad- 
vantages, religion and religious sentiments 
have established and maintained all the col- 
leges and universities that are worth while 
in Christendom. 

8. The Levites were the teachers who com- 
bined religious instruction and development 
of character with the training of mind and 
hand for service in national life. Education 
that educates the head at the expense of 
heart education is a menace to any nation 
or people. 

9. Book of the law of the Lord. All of 
the Bible that had been written up to that 
date was their text book. They took this 
book or scroll with them wherever they went 
to teach the people. Copies were scarce since 
there were no printing presses and each 
copy was written by the hand of scribes. 


10. Fear of the Lord fell upon all the 
kingdoms * * * round about Judah. The 
wonderful transforming power of religion 
was contagious and had begotten a feeling 
of fear, reverence, in the hearts of the people 
in surrounding nations. They knew that the 
power of protection in Jehovah was with Ju- 
dah and they dared not fight against his om- 
nipotence, and brought gifts, tribute, pres- 
ents, and peace offerings and he reigned long 
in proverbial splendor as a result of his di- 
vinely directed policy. Prosperity may not 
always attend religion, but other things be- 
ing equal, religious life is conducive to 
length of days, sanity of mind, and spiritual 
well-being, and eternal happiness as the rich 
reward that awaits all who are faithful to 
the will of God. 
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The surrounding nations not only did not 
make war upon Judah, but they brought her 
king from the riches of Phistia and Arabia 
presents in silver and cattle and enabled 
him to build in Judah castles and cities for 
storing away his immense wealth. 

13. He had much business. Building ‘cas- 
tles, cities, stores, establishing garrisons, for- 
tifying border towns, distributing his wealth 
among his people and extending the prosper- 
ity of his fortune throughout his realm. 


Points of Contact

2. “Godliness is the surest way to pros- 
perity for nations or individuals. One of the 
most influential attractions of the Gospel of 
Jesus is the fruit it bears in the persons and 
communities who live the Gospel.” 

3. “Missionary work for others is the 
salvation and progress of the church at 
home.” 

4. “No persons have more need of busi- 
ness ability and sagacity than those who 
manage the temporal affairs of religion. 

“The ladder which reaches to God has its 
base on the earth, and it needs a good foun- 
dation. One of the most hopeful signs of 
the times is the new degree in which busi- 
ness men are bringing all their energy, skill, 
training, and wealth to the solution of the 
moral and religious problems that confront 
us.” 

5. We must not allow the failings or 
even the wrong-doing of good men to over- 
shadow the strength and goodness and pur- 
ity of their lives.”

The Problem of the City 

“The word of the Lord came unto Jonah 
the second time.” The Word of God gives 
special emphasis to the importance of doing 
city mission work. The problem that the 
city is having to solve is as to how take 
care of the vast hordes of foreign popula- 
tion that are flocking to our shores every 
year from Southeastern Europe, and con- 
gregating in the large cities of the northern 
and eastern part of this country. If there 
is any problem that needs re-emphasis, and 
about which we need to be warned repeated- 
ly until we appreciate the gravity of the 
situation and the eminent peril to our in- 
stitutions, it is the problem of emigration to 
our larger centers of population. 


“Go into Nineveh.” Why go to our mod- 
ern Ninevehs, New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia and the other large cities of the east 
and north? Simply because there is where 
the foreigner, the emigrant and the unde- 
sirable citizen congregates in large numbers. 
The Hungarians, Poles, Finns, Swedes, Rus- 
sians, Italians, and Bohemians from South- 
eastern Europe do not go to the farms, but 
gather in colonies in the large coast cities. 
We have not done our duty in carrying the 
Gospel to those who have heard it not, and 
God has begun to place them at our very 
door. If we do not evangelize and Clhris- 
tianize them, they will heathenize us. It is 
said that if every church in New York alone 
were crowded to its utmost capacity there 
would be left standing in the streets four 
million people who could not gain an admit- 
tance. Is it not imperative that we take 
care of the “unchurched masses?” 


What is the Christian Church doing in the 
cities? Nothing! Nothing! Nothing worth 
mentioning. We have a certain element that 
cries “Home Missions,’ but if our Home Mis- 
sion offerings are any index, there is but lit- 
tle sincerity in the excuse. We have a lit 
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tle mission in Boston, where a company of 
Chinese are huddled together in inadequate 
quarters, which is not commensurate with 
our ability or our financial strength. 





Thoughts and Suggestions on Missions 

Our modern Ninevehs, as New York, Chi- 
cago, Boston and Philadelphia need repent- 
ance as the Nineveh of Jonah’s time. Our 
sin is the greater, in that we are sinning 
against greater light. 

If we could watch the immigrants file past 
one point, all coming through one port, we 
would see an army coming to this country at 
the rate of 2,800 every day for the 365 days 
of the year. It would mean 20,000 per week 
or 84,000 per month. 

This new immigration is not inclined to 
settle on the vast unsettled territory of the 
west. They are rather crowding into the 
already over-congested cities of the east. 
Thirty-one per cent. of the one million a year 
stop in New York. 

Among the Russians, Finns and Poles tht 
come to this country, are many revolution- 
ists. They have left their native land for 
freedom and liberty. They do not appreciate 
the meaning of our free institutions, and our 
liberty but rather interpret these things as 
license to violate law and order. Tested by 
their bitter experiences at home, they have 
lost faith in humanity and in God Himself. 
It is our privilege to restore that faith and 
lead him back to the simplicity of love for 
x0d and his fellow-men. 

Many of the immigrants, especially the 
Bohemians, are very active, spreading their 
infidel literature, organizing infidel schools 
in the cities, and propagating the'r destruc- 
tive faith, and sowing the seeds of anarchy 
and lawlessness. Only the Gospel lovingly 
presented and lived tothem and among them 
will ever counteract this destructive agency. 

The immigrants should be encouraged to 
move westward to the farms and rich agri- 
cultural districts of the frontier. Here they 
can come in touch with God’s great world 
nature and breathe the free, pure air of the 
plairs until gradually they have assimi- 
lated the principles of our free institutions 
and Christian civilization. 

There is no better field open for active 
Christian Endeavorers than among the immi- 
grant population that has settled in colo- 
nies in the cities and on the frontier. Chris- 
tian Endeavor fellowship is one of the best 
ways of leading them to the Christ.

MANY KINDS 
There are duns and dones—undone, over- 


done, well-done, done, and dun-fly to fish 
with, dun-colored objects, duns who are 
creditors and besiege their debtors, duns 


which the duns sends to the dun-debtors, 
and duns that are just hills or mounds— 
hence London, Dundee, Dunkirk, and so on. 
Perhaps mankind dreads the dun who gets 
after his debtors more than all the other 
kinds. Dun the creditor with his persistent 
dunning letters—bad ’cess to him, say many 
of his fellows. 

All of which leads to the prosy remark 
that not all of the communications emanating 
from the Foreign Mission Secretary these 
days are to be regarded as duns. You have 
helped toward the $10,000 fund, and the 
letters we are now sending you are polite 
invitations to you to use the ammunition to 
secure other helpers. Yes, we have your 
pledge, if you made one, and now the blank 
which we are sending you would look well 


with your friend’s name on it. Don’t get 
impatient with us for dunning you. Your 
interpretation of our intention is wrong. 


But frankly, what are you going to do if 
that $10,000 fund is not reached? And how 
are ‘we going to reach it without the help 
of hundreds of friends?

WHAT LED OUR DENOMINATION TO 
TAKE UP FOREIGN MISSION- 
ARY WORK 
We have been asked to answer this ques- 
tion through the HERALD columns, and gladly 
comply with the request. The story in all 
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its details would occupy considerable space; 
but we can here give the substance in a 
few words. 


A belief in missions has always existed 
among our people, stronger in some sections 
than in others, and in some people’s minds 
than in others. The American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions was 
chartered two years after Elias Smith found- 
ed the HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY. Smith 
printed a great deal of foreign news in his 
paper, and a great deal about foreign mis- 
sions. All the way along our people have 
come in contact with other denominations 
which were doing all kinds of missionary 
work, and imbibed the spirit of missions. 
The Christians have read the last command 
of Jesus just as other denominations have, 
and felt called to the task of spreading the 
Gospel. The Christians have had fellowship 
with their Lord, close and refreshing, and 
that fellowship surely pointed to world- 
evangelization. 


‘About 1840 there began a considerable 
agitation for foreign missionary work, 
articles being written and printed by various 
writers and periodicals. The HERALD and 
Christian Palladium published such articles, 
sometimes making comments thereupon. One 
of the editors of the Palladium directly op- 
posed embarking in foreign missions then, 
alleging that the denomination was so young 
and poor that it needed all its money for 
establishing the Church in America. And 
then, he added, there were heathen enough 
at home. 


In the South, when the Liberia Coloniza- 
tion scheme was being put into effect two 
colored men were ordained by their white 
brethren and went to Liberia to prosecute 
missionary work. That attracted some at- 
tention, as did the Colonization plan, to 
missions in Africa. 


In the fifties our people in New England 
took up the proposition to send a missionary 
to Africa, setting the needful sum of money 
at $1,000, and having a volunteer for the 
service. The fund was never completed, 
and was, we think, eventually turned to 
ward home missionary work. 


After Dr. Watson became mission secre- 
tary, in 1878, he inaugurated the Children’s 
Mission and organized missionary work. He 
had long talked for foreign missions, as wel! 
as home missions, and some time subsequent 
to the Quadrennial of 1882 he suggested 
through the Herarp that funds be sent in 
for a foreign mission. If we remember cor- 
rectly the first contribution answering that 
suggestion came from a physician in Spring- 
field, Ohio. When the Quadrennial met in 
1886 Dr. Watson reported between twelve 
and thirteen hundred dollars in the foreign 
mission fund;.and Rev. Z. A. Poste had been 
selected as missionary. The field had not 
been decided upon definitely. Alaska and 
Japan were suggested, and other countries 
mentioned. Mr. Poste felt constrained to 
decline, and the Quadrennial was very loath 
to release him. 


Missionary sentiment was very strong at 
the Quadrennial, which was held in New 
Bedford, Mass., and splendid addresses were 
delivered advoeating foreign work. Finally 
Dr. J. J. Summerbell moved that a mission- 
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ary be sent to Japan, and the motion pre- 
vailed. 

In the South a few brethren had preached 
and advocated foreign missions and gathered 
a small fund. Revs. P. T. Klapp and D. F. 
Jones were two of the interested men. When 
the Southern Convention met in 1886, a vote 
passed committing the Convention to a for- 
eign missionary work. Then when Mr. Jones 
was called to undertake the Japan mission, 
the southern brethren supported him, and 
the whole denomination was nominally com- 
mitted to back the work in Japan. At New 
Bedford also the Woman’s Board for Foreign 
Missions was organized, and began to raise 
money for Japan. 

Mr. Jones reached Japan in 1887, located 
at Ishinomaki, and taught in the public 
school. The Japanese were then anxious to 
learn of western ways, to study English, 
and have Occidental instruction. Hence the 
open door to Mr. Jones. 


While the Christian denomination came to 
foreign missionary work very tardily and as 
a result of many influences, perhaps it is 
nearly right to say that the direct human 
cause why the Christian took up foreign 
missionary work was the leadership of Dr. 
J. P. Watson and Revs. P. T. Klapp and D. 
F. Jones.

AMERICAN LECTURESHIP ESTAB- 
LISHED AT OXFORD 

It is but an added instance of the place 
occupied by the educational institution in 
international affairs, to learn that Oxford 
University has established a lectureship on 
the history and institutions of the United 
States, to be held by American scholars. 

In informing President Nicholas Murray 
Butler of Columbia University of the action 
taken, the vice-chancellor of Oxford inti- 
mates that the matter of the lectureship is 
to be the political, institutional, economic or 
social history or conditions of the United 
States of America. The appointment of the 
lecturer is entrusted to a board of nine elect- 
ors, of which the vice-chancellor, the Ambas- 
sador of the United States in England and 
the regius professor of modern history are 
members. 

The board of electors has formed an ad- 
visory committee in America, with which 
committee it is to consult in regard to the 
selection of a lecturer. 

This advisory committee has been consti- 
tuted of President Lowell of Harvard, Presi- 
dent Hadley of Yale, President Butler of 
Columbia, Dr. Woodrow Wilson of Prince- 
ton, and the Right Hon. James Bryce, Brit- 
ish Ambassador to the United States. It is 
expected that the first appointment to this 
lectureship will be made soon, and that the 
first series of lectures will be delivered in 
the summer term of 1911.

THE RETIRING OF DR. JAMES K. 
PATTERSON 

Announcement is made that Dr. James 
Kennedy Patterson, Ph. D., LL. D., F. R. G. 
S., President of the State University of Ken- 
tucky, has retired from office after a term 
of service of forty-one years, as active head 
of the university. His long association with 
the college entitles him to the distinction of 
being the oldest college president in the 
Union. 

Dr. Patterson is widely known as one of 
the foremost educators in the United States. 


He, associated with Justin Morrill of Ver- 
mont, successfully carried through Congress 
the Morrill act of 1890, which insures to 
each university established under the land 
grants of 1862, $25,000 a year for further 
endowment. 

Dr. Patterson, like so many of the fore 
most educators of this country, is a Scotch- 
man, and was born in Glasgow, 1833. Com- 
ing to this country at an early age, he, with 
his parents, settled in Indiana. From 1856 
to 1859 he was principal of the Greenville 
Presbyterian Academy in Muhlenberg Coun- 
ty, Kentucky. He served successively as in- 
structor in Stewart College, now Southwest- 
ern University, at Clarksville, Tenn., as prin- 
cipal of the Translyvania High School, Lex- 
ington, Kentucky, and as professor of Latin 
and civil history in Kentucky University. 
In 1869 he was elected head of the State 
University, which position he has held con- 
tinuously up to the time of his retiring, with 
the closing of the past year.

PRESIDENT LOWELL AND THE COL- 
LEGE YELL 

The contention of President Lowell of 
Harvard, that the college yell and song 
should be eliminated as unworthy of student 
bodies, is not likely to have a large follow- 
ing, despite the eminent source of the ap- 
peal. When a number of college students get 
together where they can throw off some- 
thing of the restraint of the college halls, 
the pent-up enthusiasm of college life will 
find an outlet, and it is a cause of congratu- 
lation that it can be satisfied in no more 
serious a way than the college yell and nor- 
mal college song. The charge that together 
they represent an exhibition of bad taste is 
no more true to fact than that the average 
boy shows incompetent training because he 
wants to make a noise. President Lowell 
might well be reminded of the statement of 
an eminent educator of the country sometime 
since who pointed out that the time was not 
far distant when young men and young wom- 
en would enter the university at the age of 
fifteen. 

Moreover, the public generally does not 
seem to offer objection. The rather do they 
seem to enjoy it. Note an audience coming 
from a public gathering, such as a convoca- 
tion, where the college song and yell are 
most wont to be in evidence. Most of the 
faces will wear a look of good cheer that 
might be wanting at the convening of the 
gathering, for the contagion of young lives 
has caught them, and the day’s work goes 
easier after. President Lowell may idealize, 
but after all there is such a thing as a prac- 
tical philosophy of life—even of college life.

It is a veritably noteworthy fact that the 
churches wherein Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified is the keynote of their preaching 
are the vigorous and growing churches. The 
ehurches that are losing ground are those 
in which there is a decadence of such preach- 
ing.—Presbyterian Standard.

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OLDEST CHRISTIAN CHURCH 


The venerable Rev. Thomas Addington 
sends us the following interesting paragraph 
under the heading given above. It reads: 


Recent excavations on the summit of the 
Mount of Olives have resulted in the dis- 
covery of the remains of a Christian church 
dating from about the year 330. The floor 
of the nave -is still buried. That of the 
transepts is entirely exposed. 

It is of mosaic and is perfectly preserved. 
There is a baptismal pool in the south tran- 
sept. One tombstone has been found bear- 
ing the inscription “Theodurus” in Greek 
letters, which is quite legible. In the Chan- 
cel there ‘are two separate mosaic floors of 
different designs. one thirty inehes above 
the other. 

The lower is considered to be a floor of 
St. Helena’s Church, dating from 330, while 
the upper floor is a restoration by the Cru- 
saders. The site is taken to be that selected 
as the spot fixed by the oldest tradition as 
the place where Christ taught the disciples 
how to pray. 


Accompanying the paragraph was the fol- 
lowing note:

PROF. ATKINSON ON “CONSERVATION 
OF RESOURCES” 

The Wyoming Tribune, published in the 
city of Cheyenne, Wyoming, in its issue for 
December 30, gives an interesting account 
of an educational institute recently held in 
which Rey. D. B. Atkinson, of Jireh College, 
delivered an address on “The Conservation 


of our Most Valuable Resources.” The 
Tribune quotes from Prof. Atkinson’s ad- 


dress as follows: 


“The most valuable assets of our nation 
are our boys and girls. Therefore the solu- 
tion of our educational problems is far more 
important than the solution of the problems 
of capital and labor and tariff, or the con- 
servation of our national resources. 

“One city of the central states, not more 
wicked than others, discovered that only 
nine per cent. of the students who enroll 
in the grammer grades graduate and enter 
high school, and only two per cent. graduate 
from the high school. 

“Ilere we have a problem in conservation 
which transcends in importance any other 
with which the nation is dealing. 

“Out of every half million hoys and girls 
who complete the first six grades, only fifty 
per cent. go on to graduation, and only a 
small per cent. of these enter the high 
schools. It is a tragedy. . 

“The manager of a business enterprise 
who finds that his factory is finishing up 
only fifty per cent. of its raw material, will 
want to know what the difficulty is and how 
to stop the loss. That is the teachers’ prob- 
lem. 

“Evil habits make sporadic growth during 
adolescence, and therefore, it is a distinct 
physical loss to the nation to have fifty 
per cent. of her students miss the work of 
the seventh and eighth grades with the con- 
comitant wholesome influence of teacher and 
school. For the purpose of training intel- 
ligent. moral and patriotic citizens, the last 
two years of the public school course are 
by far the most important. 

“Standards have a purpose in the scheme 
of educati mn, but when they become barriers 
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to progress they have lost their value. Our 


courses of study are not ideal and the 
teacher is often brought to her wits’ end to 
twist and torture the boys and girls into 
conformity with the regulation courses. In 
the rural school she will often find her soul 
vexed to keep abreast in the same grade 
the plodder, the average boy and the un- 
usually bright one. I wish to enter my plea 
for the boys and girls and to say that if 
there must be a sacrifice let it be a sacrifice 
of the lifeless outline. 

“In making this statement I am not mak- 
ing an attack upon standards; I am not 
opposing graduation. 

“About the age of fourteen a change comes 
over the children which demands a different 
environment from the elementary school. 
They become restless and unsuited to the 
grammar grades. Now what is to become 
of the boy who has failed to graduate? The 
high school may afford him the opportunity 
he needs, but he has not been graduated 
from the lower grades and so he cannot be 
admitted.: The result is that he goes out 
among the baser influences of the world, and 
his character is formed by contact with 
life’s lower ideals. It would have been bet- 
ter to have given him a boost in the grades 
and kept him in line for high school work, 
than to have closed the door of promotion 
against him.”

A GREAT REVIVAL IN FRANKLIN, 
OHIO 


The little city of Franklin is stirred as not 
before in many years. January 1 a union 
meeting was begun between the several Prot- 
estant churches, under the labors of the sev- 
eral pastors and the evangelist, Dr. Loose. 
Up to January 13 there had been about 160 
confessions and the meeting is still in prog- 
ress with a growing interest. In the Frank- 
lin Chronicle of January 12, we find the fol- 
lowing with reference to the revival from 
the pen of Rev. H. J. Rhodes: 


“THE FIGHT IS ON” 


“What fight? The fight against SIN and 
INDIFFERENCE. 

“The real interest kegan on Friday of last 
week when the children met for a special 
service and a number of them consecrated 
themselves to the service of God and right- 
eousness. The Prophet Isaiah said: ‘A little 
child shall lead them,’ and this was true 
when the invitation was given on Friday 
evening for volunteers to come to the stand- 
ard of truth. One incident will suffice to 
show how the prophecy is true. A little girl 
sitting near her mother said she wanted to 
be a Christian and the mother let her start 
for the front of the room, when the thought 
came that her child was going without her 
mother to the greatest work of life. The 
thought was too important to be lost, and 
in a moment that mother was sitting with 
her child and saying, ‘I, too, will consecrate 
my life to God.’ In the same group of per- 
sons were two sons of that mother who had 
gone to the front to offer themselves in serv- 
ice to God. What a lesson is here conveyed 
to parents of Franklin. 

“Sunday was a great day for Franklin. 
The Various Bible schools held their usual 
lesson sessions and then formed into line and 
marched through Main Street and in one 
body entered the Baptist church where the 
services were being held. A splendid audi- 
ence heard the word from Dr. Loose and Mr. 
Erwin had his chorus in good shape to give 
the gospel in song. 

“Two services were held in the afternoon. 
One hundred and thirty-five men met. in the 
Baptist church and heard a fine address by 
Dr. Loose on: ‘Life’s Investments,’ while 
nearly two hundred women met in the Chris- 
tian church and listened with rapt attention 
to an address by Mrs. Ada Points of Dayton. 


These two gatherings were notable for the. 


intense interest manifested on the part of 
those present. 

“The Sunday evening service was the real 
beginning of the week’s work in the Christian 
church and the attendance was a _ re-ord- 
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breaking one. Almost the entire auditorium 
was filled with people. Extra seats were 
provided and nearly all taken. 

“January 8, 1911, will go down in history 
as one of the greatest church days of Frank- 
lin. On Monday evening the attendance was 
much smaller than on Sunday but this was 
expected. The interest, however, was great- 
er and a number of decisions were made. 
On Tuesday there were two services held 
and in the evening enough decided for Christ 
to bring the total up to the hundred mark, 
and an intenseness of interest to warrant 
the assertion that it is a long time since 
Franklin has been so deeply stirred by relig- 
ious interest. 


“Tt would seem that the time has now 
come when our business men and profession- 
al people would see the wisdom of taking 
notice of the need of personal association in 
the movement. The request has been made 
from the papers and to many in person that 
all business houses close promptly at seven 
o’clock every evening, except Saturday, dur- 
ing the meetings in order that the people 
may all avail themselves of the privileges 
of the meetings. There is not a business man 
or woman who is not interested in the wel- 
fare of the town, and it would seem to be 
a fair recognition of the value of the Church 
of Jesus Christ that all put aside other con- 
siderations when the opportunity to settle 
the moral and religious question is so press- 
ing. What say you, brothers?

The important business of the meeting was 
to take action on the resignation of the 
pastor, which was given December 25, to 
take effect April.1. The matter was balloted 
upon, using the checklist, and it was a ma- 
jority vote to invite Rev. Mr. Macy to with- 
draw his resignation, there being but four 
opposing votes. A committee was appointed 
to call upon Mr. Macy to see if he would 
consent to stay, but he told them that he 


felt it best that his decision must be final, 
but that he might extend his time of leaving 
if it would be of help to the church. He 
thanked the people in a letter of apprecia- 
tion for the courtesy extended him. The 
Treasurer’s report showed the church to be 
in better standing at the close of 1910 than 
it has been for several years.

But during 
the late trustee meeting, when I became fully 
aware that there was a portion of the board 
that desired a change in the agency, and that 
there was much discussion on the subject, it 
seemed to me proper to offer my resignation 
sul stantially as follows :— 


DayTON, Outo0, January 6, 1911. 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the 
Christian Publishing Association: 


In accordance with our agreement, made 
some years -ago, that should [ withdraw my 
services and terminate my relation with you 
as Agent. | was to give you three months’ 
notice, I hereby notify you that three months 
from this date T shall not serve you longer 
in the capacity of Agent. 

I wish to thank you as a board, and espe- 
cially the members of the old board, individ- 
ually, who have Lorne with my stammering 
and blundering way of presenting to you the 
work and business of the Association for the 
past ten years. I have at all times tried to 
do my duty as Agent: some of you Know, or 
ought to know, what trials and vicissitudes 
we have passed through during the erection 
of this building, and what vigilance I gave 
the work. But you may not know it; never- 
the-less it is true, if I had not given the care 
and attention I did, your Association would 
have been bankrupt lefore the roof was on. 

At the same time the other business had 
equally my care and attention, Every year 
since T have heen Agent the Association has 
made money. I hope you may succeed in se- 
curirvg an Agent that will far exceed me in 
what | have Leen able to do. With the Asso- 
ciation out of debt there is no reason why 
there should not he greater things accom- 
plished. 

On accepting the agency ten years ago, it 
was not for the money I was to receive, but 
for what good I might do for the Christian 
Church at large. How well I have done that, 
you and the brethren at large are the judges. 
But now the time has come when we shall 
cease to act in the same relation to each other 
and to the Association; I wish you and the 
Association an abundance of success and pros- 
perity. May the Lord bless vou and protect 
the CHRISTIAN PUBLISHING ASSOCIA- 
TION, and make it a power for good in the 
future, far beyond what it has been in the 
past. 


My resignation was not offered in an un- 
kind spirit, nor with any intention to embar- 
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rass the board, but with entire submission to 
what I felt to be the desire of part of the 
board. I wished peace and prosperity to all 
true men and true interests. I have at vari- 
ous times rejoiced in being able to save the 
financial credit of the Association in bank 
from damage, and possibly from ruin, by 
the risking of my personal credit, I have 
tried to serve my brethren unselfishly; and 
would have been glad could I have had the 
appreciation of the full board. But I feel 
I have given ten years of my life to a good 
work; and hope in some way to continue to 
be useful in an unselfish way to the cause of 
my Master. °
